It must also decide whether to 
I in Id a special election or appoint a new 
trustee to fill the vacancy. 


It was first learned that Missing may 


have hcsn in n conflict of interest when 
he failed to appear at the swearing in 
ceremonies for newly elected officials 
bit Tuesday.

Illinois state law prohibits any elected 


mmlclpal official from cither the sale or 
distribution rf liquor. The law also states 
fiat the mpnngcr of any store selling li- 
quor must meet the qualifications re- 
quired to hold a liquor license. 


Missing said In a statement issued Sat- 


urday, "My attorney advises me that I 
may not take office while continuing in 
my present employment without subject- 
Ing myself to possible criminal penalties 
and my employer to the loss of his liquor 
license. Obviously, this is Impossible." 


Ho said ho first heard about the possl- 


bllty of a conflict from a customer at 
Mark Drugs, who after some conversa- 
tion said, "You won't be selling any 
more liquor after Tuesday, will you?" 
The customer then explained the law to 
Missing. 


"This was the first time I had heard of 


this posslblity, which was never dis- 
cussed during the campaign by my oppo- 
nents or by the press," said Missing. The 
possibility also was never discussed by 
the To Overall Progress Party (TOP), of 
which Missing was member. 


Ho added that If ho had an adequate 


independent Income or could have found 
a new job which was comparable from 
the standpoint of Income, opportunity 
and security he would have taken the 
scat of trustee. 


"I don't have an Independent income 


and there Is no comparable job. I have 
no alternative but to continue in my pre- 
sent employment and forego tho privi- 
lege of serving the Village of Wheeling 
as a trustee," said Missing. 


"I am extremely grateful to the people 


who worked for me during my campaign 
and to my friends who have expressed 
their sympathy to mo since this problem 
became public knowledge. It is my In- 
tention to remain active as a private citi- 
zen in tho promotion of tho welfare of the 
Village of Wheeling and its residents," 
he said. 


As of yesterday morning Wheeling Vil- 


lage Prcs. Ted Scanlon had not heard of 
Missing's decision. However, after hear- 
ing his statement to tho Herald, Scanlon 
said, "It is a sad situation. He was most 
deserving of the post and is a dcfiniatc 
asset to the village." 


Scanlon added he would meet with the

other trustees tonight and they would 
probably decide what course of action to 
take in replacing Missing. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Homer 


said he had no Idea what would happen 
in the case of Missing's resignation. "I 
don't give legal opinions over the phone 
and must wait until Monday when the 
board directs me on the situation." 


An attorney for the Cook County 


Clerk's election office said if the board 
decides to hold a special election it must 
meet all the requirements of a regular 
election. If it decides to appoint a re- 
placement, that person would only take 
office until the next general election in 
1075.

Recount changes little 


Four candidates in the recent closely 


contested Wheeling village election may 
decide this week if they will go to court 
to challenge the results of the voting. 


The candidates will base their deci- 


sions on Information gained last Friday 
from on informal recount of nine village 
precincts. 


Three Wheeling Independent Party 


(WHIP) candidates, Otis "Skip" Hedlund 
for village president, Constance Heltkot- 
tcr and Harold Fagan for trustee along 
with Albert Lang, incumbent trustee who 
ran on the To Overall Progress (TOP) 
ticket, requested the recount as the first 
step in challenging the election results. 


The recount, conducted by village 


trustees Ed Berger, John Koeppen, Bill 
Hcin and Michael Valenza, showed sev- 
eral discrepancies in totals with the orig- 
inal tallies. In each cose, candidates re- 
ceived no more than two votes either 
more or less than the original count. At- 
torneys representing both WHIP and 
TOP also questioned the decision of elec- 
tion judges In several cases where it was 
not completely clear for whom the votes 
were cast. 


THE VOTES In question include e 


number of the 32 defective or challenged 
ballots in tho precincts that were re- 
counted. Some of the spoiled ballots were 
clearly invalid, but others could have 
been interpreted as votes for particular 


individuals. These are the ballots the 
lawyers will carefully consider before 
advising the candidates on whether or 
not to seek an official recount. 


Attorney Steve 'Schwab was originally 


scheduled to represent WHIP. However, 
because Schwab bad to be in court Fri- 
day, his associates Lance Haddlx and 
John Ryan took turns monitoring the 
recount for WHIP. 


Haddix said Friday until the three law- 


yers could meet to examine the results of 
the recount, he would not know what ac- 
tion, if any, would be taken to contest the 
election. Sheila Schultz, WHIP campaign 
manager, said the decision on Heitkotter 
and Fagan might be made this week. 


Lang also said he hoped to discuss the 


results of the recount with his attorney, 
Gerald Chapman, sometime this week. 


Chapman said only that he was not 


surprised at the results of the recount, a 
tedious procedure that took nearly nine 
hours Friday. The ballots were removed 
from a sealed cabinet in the village hall 
by Village Clerk Evelyn Dlens about 8:30 
a.m. and replaced again about 5:30 p.m. 
The recount took place in the board 
room. 


"THE OUTSTANDING thing about this 


is how close the recount agreed with the 
original tally," Chapman said. 


Mrs. Dlens agreed, saving, "I had faith 


in the judges who were chosen and I 


think they did a good job." 


Seated at a table in front of the dais, 


Koeppen, Valenza and Berger opened the 
ballots for each precinct, and counted 
separately the number of straight votes 
cast for each party. They then called out 
the votes cost for candidates on split 
tickets. The recount was recorded on 
tape and taken by a court recorder. 


Neither Village Clerk Mrs. Evelyn 


Diens nor Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
took part in the recount. Both watched 
from the dais. During the recount of the 
presidential election, Gerald Chapman 
represented Scanlon. 


FOR THE MOST part, the candidates 


said they were satisfied with the way the 
recount was conducted. There was some 
question by Haddix when the procedure 
began on who should be allowed to over- 
see the recount for WHIP. After check- 
Ing the election code, he finally agreed 
with Village Atty. Paul Hamer, that ei- 
ther the candidate or one representative 
would monitor the check. 


Mrs. Schultz represented Mrs. Heitkot- 


ter for the recount and Maureen Pitt, 
WHIP supporter, stood hi for Fagan. 
Lang watched for himself most of the 
day, with Chapman standing in for a 
few hours in the afternoon. 


Hedlund was not present for any of the 


recount. Reportedly, he was to have en- 
tered the hospital Friday for tests.

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Libraries to dim lights at Nixon cuts

Librarians will demonstrate Tuesday 


— quietly, of course — by dimming their 
lights to protest the Nixon ndmlnls- 
tratlon's decision to cut back library sub- 
sidies from $140 million to zero. 


A nationwide campaign, sponsored by 


t h e A m e r i c a n Library Associ- 
ation (ALA), will dramatize the financial 
plight of libraries to prevent the symbol 
of darkened libraries from becoming 
reality. 


From coast to coast backfilled rooms 


will fall Into shadows. Rural, urban, pub- 
lic, academic and school libraries have 
been asked to join the mini-brownout, the 
ALA said. Librarians will place a lighted 
candle on their desks and hand out 
pamphlets on "Dimming the Lights to 
tho Public's Right to Know." 


"PEOPLE TEND to take libraries for 


granted," ALA executive director Robert 
Wcdgcworth said In an interview here. 
"People don't realize their libraries are 
endangered." 


The Library Services and Construction 


Act will receive no funding in 1074. This 
affects school and academic libraries as 
well as public libraries. And there are 
30.000 schools still without libraries. 


While library systems won't go broke, 


Wcdgcworth said, some libraries may 
close and others may cut back services. 
Pratt Library In Baltimore and the New 
York City Public Library already have 
cut back hours. States such as Ohio and 
Louisiana, which depend heavily on fed- 
eral funds are under a "severe and im- 
mediate burden," he sold.

Library aid cuts called 'not drastic'

Planned cutbacks In federal aid to li- 


braries won't have a drastic effect on 
services provided to library card-carry- 
ing Northwest suburban residents, ac- 
cording to area librarians. 


The 31 libraries which comprise the 


Northwest Suburban Library System 
(NSLS) have been able to build libraries 
and run their facilities because of a 
healthy contribution from local sources. 


This lack of dependence on the federal 


government for the major share of li- 
brary funds mokes President Nixon's 
planned cutbacks in library subsidies 
less of a jolt to local systems. 


Nevertheless, area libraries are being 


urged to dim their lights Tuesday at 
noon In protest of the president's decision 
not to fund the Library Services and Con- 
struction Act, which this year provided 
$140 million to the nation's libraries. 


ACCORDING TO library officials, the 


federal funds are used as a supplement 
to local library construction and for fund- 
ing of cooperative programs. Since most 


communities have their own library 
buildings, they said, the cutbacks won't 
have a major effect on them. 


One village which is planning to con- 


struct a library is-Palatine. But, since 
most of the building funds come from the 
local level, plans to go ahead with the 
project probably will not be affected, 
said Mrs. Donna Grove, Palatine librar- 
ian. 


Mrs. Grove said plans for the new li- 


brary are in the preliminary stages and 
that it has not been estimated how much 
the building program will cost. The 
structure will probably be finished some- 
time in 1975. 


Prospect Heights was the last commu- 


nity in the Northwest suburbs to build its 
own library, opening its doors in Novem- 
ber, 1972. The project cost about $500,000, 
of which about $45,000 came from federal 
sources. But any community which will 
build a library in the future will have to 
make up the loss of federal monies if it 
is unavailable. 


LIBRARIANS IN this area call the pro- 


posed cutbacks very serious, especially 
for libraries in smaller states or in rural 
areas which may have to close or curtail 
services. They feel, however, that they 
will have enough money to provide good 
services. 


Though the American Library Associ- 


ation (ALA) is urging librarians tomor- 
row to dim library lights for a minute or 
two, place a lighted candle on their desk 
and pass out pro-library literature, at 
least two librarians aren't sure they go 
along with all of this. 


"Oh! come on, really?" said Arlington 


Heights librarian Frank Dempsey when 
told the ALA wants him to light a candle. 
"Somebody Is living in a fantasyland." 
When asked if he will do so he said, "I 
should say not." He added, "I'm not 
being facetious about the cuts. It's an 
extraordinarily serious thing." 


Mrs. Grove was more philosophical 


about the candle-lighting. "I wouldn't in- 
sult our patrons that way," she said. 
"They've been very supportive of us."

Misses key higlnvay trust fund vote 
Rep. Young defends trip to Mideast

WASHINGTON - Rep. Samuel H. 


Young, R-10th, plans to report to the In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee that his trip to Israel convinced 
him that country is doing a "fantastic" 
job with tho resources supplied by the 
United States. 


Although the trip was officially ap- 


proved by the committee, Young paid for 
his and his wife's expenses (an estimated 
$1,30041,700) out of his own pocket to 
avoid criticism for making a "junket" — 
a political or pleasure trip at government 
expense. 


The trip, however, stin lent itself to 


criticism because it kept Young from 
voting for an amendment to take $700 
million out of the Highway Trust Fund 
for mass transit development. The trip 
lasted from April 18 to 30 and Congress 
didn't recess until April 20. 


YOUNG CLAIMS tho trip, which was 


planned months in advance on a 13-day 
excursion rate, was important enough to 
cause his absence. He says he will be 
able to vote for the amendment, which 
was defeated 190-215, when the entire 
Highway Construction Act comes out of a 
House-Senate conference. 


"The tension between Israel and the 


Arab countries Is a tremendous threat to 
peace, which makes it a very Important 
issue for tho whole world and my district 
In particular," said Young, who esti- 
mates the 10th District is 25-30 per cent 
Jewish. 


"Furthermore, the United States is the 


biggest trade customer Israel has in both 
exports and imports. We also give them 
numerous foreign aid grants," he said. 


"It's Important for me, as a member 


of tho Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, and to my constituents that I 
have a first-hand understanding of. the 
situation there," Young said. 


Young, who conferred with both Israeli 


officials and Arab leaders In the adminis- 
trative territories (former Arab lands 
seized by Israel in the six-day war in 
1967), was very impressed with the de- 
gree of prosperity he found. 


•/Israel is in a dynamic stage of eco- 


nomic development — which is being 
shared by the Arabs in the adminis- 
trative territories — and I think the last 
th|ng cither one wants Is war," he said. 


"Obviously It appears Egypt is the 


principal threat to peace in the Mid-East, 
but I think Israel Is willing to negotiate 
on almost everything If Egypt will act in 
good faith," Young sold. 


Ho added that white In Israel he was 


shown convincing evidence that Libya 
has transferred French-made Mirage 
jets to Egypt. He declined to name the 
evidence. 


YOUNG WAS also impressed with the 


prpgress Israel has made with such U.S.- 
funded projects as converting salt water 
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Young 


to fresh and health care programs. Part 
of his trip was a visit to the Yad Veshem 
Hadassah hospital complex in Jerusa- 
lem. 


He had hoped to meet Prime Minister 


Golda Mclr and Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban, but Israel's eight-day holiday peri- 
od interfered. He was able to talk briefly 
with Finance and Commerce Minister 
Plnhas Saplr, a possible successor to 
Mrs. Mcir. 


"All Israelis I talked to, officials and 


common people were very generous in 


praising the U.S.'s assistance. Some So- 
viet emigrants were very grateful for the 
pressure we've been putting on the So- 
viet Union to drop its tax on Jewish emi- 
grants," Young observed. 


In addition to touring Israel — which 


included stops in Jerusalem, Nazareth, 
Bethlehem, Mount Sinai, Jericho, Ma- 
sada and the Golan Heights — Young 
spent three days in Greece. 


"I met embassy and commerce offi- 


cials and some developers while there. I 
was impressed by what seemed to me to 
be a very high standard of living," 
Young said. 


"The regime of George Papadopoulos 


is autocratic and militaristic compared 
to our system of government, but frank- 
ly, the great majority of Greek people 
seem satisfied with their economic pros- 
perity and a switch In governments 
doesn't seem likely," he said. 


Young expects to meet with numerous 


Jewish groups in the 10th district to dis- 
cuss his trip with them. A meeting has 
already been scheduled for Friday night 
in Skokle with the Niles Township Jewish 
Congregation. 


support for Information resources, in a 
variety of forms, is an unrealistic goal,"

taxed by rising labor, material and 
maintenance costs. The average price of 
a book has increased $8.43 in 1967 to 
$12.99 in 1973, ALA said.

May not be as much as hoped for 
McDonald Creek work funds expected 


Money for the McDonald Creek Im- 


provement Project is expected to be in- 
cluded In the 1973-7-1 state budget, al- 
though the amount probably won't be ns 
much as residents had hoped. 


"I think there will bo some money for 


the project's second phase in the budget. 
We're very hopeful," said John Guillou, 
chief engineer of the Illinois Division of 
Waterways. "I don't know how much, 
but we'll take anything we can get." 


The creek project, planned to alleviate 


some flooding In Mount Prospect and 
Prospect Heights, is one of 11 waterways 
programs In the state that have been 
postponed by the waterways division. 
The postponement came after the Illinois 
Bureau of the Budget approved only $4.9 


million of the division's $9 million budget 
request. 


Local state legislators, however, have 


been trying to get some funds for the 
project put in the budget that will be ap- 
proved by the Illinois General Assembly 
before June 30. Spearheading the effort 
is State Rep. John Porter, R-Evanston. 


POUTER SAID last week he has inter- 


ceded with the office of Gov. Daniel 
Walker to get the funds In the budget and 
is hopeful some money for the project 
will be included. 


Guillou said he anticipates that if the 


project gets money this year, it will be 
less than the $110,000 minimum re- 
quested for the second phase. The

Traffic load on increase 
on Arlington Heights Road 


by KURT BAER 


Traffic on Arlington Heights Road is 


Increasing 20 per cent a year, according 
to planning studies of the road. 


At this rate, the road will be unable to 


carry projected traffic volumes by 1990, 
said Arlington Heights Village Planner 
Joe Kcslcr. 


Koslor recommended that Arlington 


Heights Road bo widened to four lanes 
from the Northwest Tollway to Central 
Road and from Thomas Street to the 
Lake-Cook county line, in Buffalo Grove. 


Between Central and Thomas, how- 


ever, Kcslcr said widening the road, at 
least in the Immediate future is neither 
desirable nor feasible. 


At Its busiest section, near the tollway, 


Arlington Heights Road is now carrying 
20,000 cars a day, he said, a figure com- 
parable to many of the major com- 
mcrlcal streets In the City of Chicago. 


THE TRAFFIC projections arc part of 


a comprehensive plan for Arlington 
Heights Road and land adjacent to it now 
being prepared by the village planning 
department. 


Last night's meeting, attended by 


about 33 interested residents, focused on 
North Arlington Heights Road. The plan 
for the southern half of the road will be 
the subject of a second public hearing 
May 17. 


The proposed plan includes recom- 


mended land uses along the road, aes- 
thetic Improvements and changes In the 
physical design of the highway. 


"We're concerned with traffic primar- 


ily from a safety standpoint — for mak- 
ing the roadway safer for pedestrians 
and kids." Kcstcr said. 


TO THIS END, the plan proposes a pe- 


destrian underpass beneath the railroad 
tracks and Northwest Highway, the in- 


stallation of flashing pedestrian crossing 
signs near schools and the completion of 
sidewalks along the entire eight-mile 
length of the road through Arlington 
Heights. 


Kcslcr said the recommendation to 


widen the road would incorporate the 
most modern street standards, including 
two 12-foot lanes in each direction sepa- 
rated by a 16-foot median. He said the 
road should not be widened between Cen- 
tral and Thomas, however, because of 
existing trees and the lack of right-of- 
way. 


"Even these improvements won't be 


enough," he said, adding that two pairs 
of parallel, one-way streets should be 
designated to move traffic through the 
central village. 


One pair of streets would be east of 


Arlington Heights Road and the other to 
the west of the road. He did not say spec- 
ifically which streets should be marked 
one-way. 


and Improvement from the Des Plalnes 
River to Foundry Road. Work would be- 
gin at the Des Plalnes River with what- 
ever money is* slated, Guillou said. 


The first phase of the creek project — 


enlarging of a culvert under the Soo Line 
R.R. near the Euclid and Wolf inter- 
section in Mount Prospect — is rearing 
completion. Guillou said he expects the 
work to be completed by the June dead- 
line. 


Guillou said the culvert would be 


opened as soon as It is completed, to alle- 
viate flooding on the north end of the 
creek in Prospect Heights. He said he 
doesn't expect the opening to increase 
flooding downstream from the culvert. 


Additional phases of the project would 


provide for widening and Improvement 
of the channel from the Des Plaines Riv- 
er to the new bridge. 


Efforts to improve the creek began In 


1967 when Prospect Heights residents 
contacted state officials about the prob- 
lem. The $170,000 for the first phase 
was approved by the legislature last 
year.

Area officials meet with legislators 


IMPROVED COORDINATION in Civ. 
il Doforuo response io emergencies 
ranging in scope from the 1967 Oak

Arlington Heights officials met with a 


number of state legislators Saturday 
morning in a wide-ranging exploratory 
session which could lead to a multi-com- 
munity meeting on the question of in- 
corporation of the Prospect Heights 
area. 


The session also elicited from Arling- 


ton Heights Mayor John J. Walsh a 
warning that commuters living outside of 
communities intersected by railroads 
may in the future find themselves with 
no place to leave their autos unless a 
comprehensive mass transportation sys- 
tem is developed soon. 


Pending legislation which would re- 


mo vrf the voice of adjoining villages from 
proposals for incorporating new towns, 
and mass transportation were among 
items on the agenda for the meeting with 
legislators from the 1st, 3rd and 4th leg- 
islative districts, all of which include 
part of Arlington Heights. 


Seven of the 12 legislators — all Re- 


publicans — attended the 8 a.m. session 
at the Arlington Park Towers. They in- 
cluded senators Bradley Glass of North- 
field and John J. Nlmrod of Skokle; and 
representatives Virginia Macdonald and 
Eugene F. Schllckman of Arlington 
Heights; Robert Juckett of Park Ridge; 
Donald Totten of Hoffman Estates; and 
Brian Duff of Wilmette. 


A leading topic of discussion was a 


pending bill which would grant groups of 
residents totaling 7,500 or more in an 
area of at least four square miles author- 
ity to incorporate without consent of ad- 
joining communities. Present law gives 
communities within IVt miles a voice in

the Incorporation. 


Walsh told the legislators that Arling- 


ton Heights has no objection to the in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights, but said 
the boundaries which have been pro- 
posed are not reasonable. 


He displayed a map which he said 


showed "arbitrary boundaries" which 
would dodge areas potentially requiring 
services from an incorporated town. 


Walsh said he had no real objection to 


the proposed legislation, but told the leg- 
islators the Prospect Heights case was 
an example of where problems in such 
things as water pressure and garbage 
collection could impose a burden on 
existing adjacent communities. 


Walsh said the Prospect Heights map 


presented an example "of people want- 
ing to incorporate, but avoiding the rea- 
sons for Incorporating." 


Juckett told the Arlington Heights offi- 


cials that he hoped to see questions of 
boundaries resolved before adding sup- 
port to the incorporation legislation. He 


added that a major complication in the 
Prospect Heights case has been the re- 
luctance of Wheeling officials to discuss 
the question with proponents of in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights. 


Juckett agreed to take the initiative in 


arranging a meeting with officials of all 
the areas Involved. 


Later, following a discussion of mass 


transportation needs, Walsh declared 
that towns located along the right-of-way 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
way "have a common need for trans- 
portation." 


"We have reached a point," he said, 


"where the cost of land for parking has 
become prohibitive. We can no longer 
provide parking for commuters from 
Buffalo Grove and Wheeling." 


Walsh warned that unless an adequate 


"feeder" transportation system is devel- 
oped to deliver passengers to train sta- 
tions, communities like Arlington Heights 
may soon have to "cut off space" for 
non-resident parking and rent that space 
to local residents. 


Walsh also said he felt the only form of 


funding for mass transportation which 
would be acceptable to local govern- 
ments would be an increase in the motor 
fuel tax. 


Totten said a one-half cent increase in 


the tax in the six-county metropolitan 
area would be sufficient for a mass tran- 
sit district. But he said he expected the 
bill which will be agreed upon by Gener- 
aly Assembly leaders will provide for 
some kind of mix between motor fuel, 
sales, and property tax, and perhaps 
funds from general revenues.

When that street around the corner 


floods to the point of being Impassible, 
chances arc the man redirecting traffic 
Is from the local Civil Defense unit. 


CD men do much more than dig air 


raid shelters and practice first aid for 
holocaust victims, but suburban resi- 
dents may be much less aware of these 
persons than they arc of their fire and 
police personnel. 


Traffic control frequently falls Into the 


duties of CD In emergencies. Most often, 
these emergencies arc of the minor type 
that require the services of only the local 
unit. But occasionally, the local unit 
needs help from CD personnel in neigh- 
boring communities. 


A project h rearing completion to 


make that assistance more accessible, 
and to better organize the response to 
such a call for help. 


A mutual-aid system, similar to the 


one in use by local fire departments, Is 
nearly completed for the Northwest sub- 
urbs, inld John Fascia, coordinator of 
the Illinois CD res Ion (or Cook County. 
The Northwest suburbs have "some of 
the finest CD organizations" in the state, 
said Fnscla, and under the mutual old 
pact they will share their abilities and 
equipment with each other, the rest of 
the county and surrounding counties, as 
needed. 


WHILE MUTUAL assistance has been 


a CD procedure for years, said Fascia, it 
sometimes has been poorly organized, 
ulth many men showing up at an emer- 
gency location on some occasions and not 
enough at others. This can result In hav- 
ing so many persons working as volun- 
teers that they get In each other's way, 
and actually hinder efforts — or in short- 


ages of personnel and equipment to do 
the proper job, he said. 


The new system, initiated about a year 


ago and now in effect in most Northwest 
suburbs, will depend on Fascia's office In 
Western Springs for radio dispatching of 
men and particular types of equipment 
to the specific locations where they arc 
needed. 


The primary difference in the mutual 


aid programs for fire departments and 
CD Is that CD mobilizes a variety of 
emergency response methods, while the 
fire departments' means of response are 
more limited. CD will use total municipal 
capabilities, said Fascia. The CD re- 
sponse might include fire protection ser- 
vices, but also could include police and 
auxiliary police units, welfare or medical 
aid and public works assistance, he said. 


There arc three types of situations In 


which CD personnel arc activated, said 
Fascia. In the first, local police and fire 
department personnel needing assistance 
Kill call on the local CD unit. In this 
situation, the local CD unit will notify 
Fascia they arc out on duty, and he will 
arrange for its home base to be covered 
by other communities, in anticipation of 
any further potential local needs. 


WHEN THE emergency is more sev- 


ere, In the second type situation, the lo- 
cal unit would notify Fascia to mobilize 
additional units. He would be responsible 
for coordinating their efforts, assigning 
men and equipment, and authorizing 
them to proceed to the scene. Outside 
units will not be dispatched without his 
office's authorization. An example of this 
kind of situation would be last year's fire 
which required evacuation of an apart- 
ment complex in Elk Grove Township, 
Fascia said. 


The third, and most serious emergen- 


cy, would be of the nature of the tornado 


that struck In Oak Lawn in 1967, causing 
death, severe injury and massive dam- 
age. In this case, Fascia would not only 
dispatch other area units to the scene, 
but would also move his headquarters 
there for the duration of the emergency. 
If the situation was severe enough, he 
would authorize bringing in state and 
f e d e r a l equipment, personnel and 
agencies. 


Fascia hopes the new system will im- 


prove efficiency in response, more ca- 
pably filling the needs of the particular 
community and problem, whether It be 
minor or of the disaster scale. 


Local communities have reacted favor- 


ably, said Fascia. Communities now offi- 
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cially part of the mutual aid agreement, 
all of which are certified and recognized 
as part of the state CD system, include 
Dos Plalnes, Schaumburg, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Wheeling, Arlington Heights, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Mount Prospect, he 
said. Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove Village 
and Palatine also are expected to join, 
he said. 


Outside the local area, the agreement 


is being made available to all certified 
CD groups in Cook County. Fascia also is 
working with another region, to make the 
standard formal agreement cross region 
l i n e s and include units in Lake, 
McHenry, Will, DuPage, Kane, Kendall, 
Kankakee and Grundy counties, he safd.

It Is, for a number of reasons, good 


indeed that Billy Graham has sufficient 
humility not to subscribe to the Idiotic 
maxim that apology Is the slim of weak- 
ness. For during an interview with this 
writer, Rev. Graham, In amazement, 
confessed that he had no Idea of (he fact 
that a eunuch is fully capable of rape. 


Dr. Donald Smith, chairman of the 


University of California Medical School's 
Department of Urology, notes that sol- 
diers who have stepped on land mines 
find been cmtrnted have not been rcn- 
clered Impotent. Moreover, despite the 
absence of spcrmatazon, they still can 
manage to engage In coition, because se- 
men Is produced by the prostate. 


When asked about Rev. Graham's pro- 


po<nl. Dr. Smith replied: 


"Isn't that awful! Revered Billy really 


mtaed the boat on thii one." 


PR. SMITH'S reaction, If It is typical 


of the medical profession, poses a prob- 
lem for those who advocate such drastic 
punishment. For since prison guards and 
wardens ore rarely if ever trained In the 
art of antiseptic emasculation, just who 
would wield the knife (or, more hopeful- 
ly, tho scalpel)? 


Billy himself? Well hardly. For there is 


no known Baptist castration ceremony to 
make such n function appropriate for a 
c'crgyman. And most assuredly, Rev. 
Graham has no Intentions for the better- 
ment of any Southern Baptist Choirs by 
the recruitment of altered rapists. 


In the some news dispatch (from South 


Africa). Rev. Graham also was quoted 
at invlns: 
"I think there shou'd be capital punish- 


ment for certain crimes. I think that 


where capital punishment is adminis- 
tered equally to black and white it's been 
proved to be a deterrent." 


When asked about this statement, Rev. 


Graham commented: 


"I think this may have been garbled in 


the transmission. What I recall saying 
was that leaders in several countries 
have told me that capital punishment Is 
a deterrent — which practice the Old 
Testament teaches and about which the 
New Testament has little to say. 


"I have not taken a stand on the death 


penalty, because I'm personally studying 
the matter." 


THE VAST bulk of competent scientific 


study — most notably the famed Royal 
Commission on Capital Punishment — 
has concluded that the death penalty is 
not n deterrent. In addition to the ter- 
rible risk of executing the Innocent, there 
Is the contradiction of showing how much 
the state disapproves of premeditated 
kl'llri - bv premeditated killing, which 
ha? a brutalizing effect upon society. 


President Nixon, however, Is a stroni? 


advocate of the death penalty — which 
he has asked Congress to apply for a 
number of crimes. 


Since the death penalty is supposed to 


bo a deterrent, and should quite logically 
never be hidden, Congress might reply 
by enacting legislation that requires exe- 
cutions to be televised. 


And since news dispatches from Wash- 


ington had no mention of which type of 
executions President Nixon prefers, 
some congressman should emulate the 
ingenious Michigan legislator who at- 
tached a rider to a capital punishment 
restoration bill. This rider specified that 
executions should be conducted on the 
steps of the Capitol building — where the 
trusscd-up victim would be placed in or- 
der that he or she could be stoned to 
death by all the legislators. 


In Canada, there could be a variation 


of this — by having the condemned per- 
son only half stoned, before being 
trampled to death by a troop of the Roy- 
al Canadian Mounted Police.

Harper OKs pay despite faculty gripe 


The Harper College board of trustees 


by a 6-1 vote has approved a faculty 
salary program calling for an average 
G.2S per cent pay raise after turning 
down a final offer from the college's 
Faculty Senate. 


Following the board's action Thursday 


night. Faculty Senate Prcs. Thomas 
McCabc said ho would ask faculty mem. 
bcrs to submit letters protesting the 
board's action along with their signed 
1973-7-1 (caching contracts. 


"This Is the mildest action short of to- 


tal submission that we can take," 
McCnbc said. He said the faculty leaders 
had discussed the possibility of more 
militant actions, including a strike, but 
had rejected them. 


College Prcs. Robert Lahtl sold con. 


tracts probably will be mailed to the 
teachers within a week and will be ex- 
pected to be returned by the end of May. 


IN EXPLAINING THE board's action, 


board member Ross Miller, who led the 
negotiations with the Faculty Senate, 
said bargaining over the 1973-74 salaries 
had been broken off by the board be- 
cause of "on Irreconcilable difference of 
over $80,000 between the board and facul- 
ty negotiating teams." 


The salary plan adopted by the board 


calls for a $300 across-the-board increase 
for all faculty members, plus • 3 per 
cent cost of living Increase. The board 
will also pick up some additional costs 
for the faculty Insurance program. The 
total cost of the package, Miller said, 
will be $120.029. 


The final faculty proposal, which was 


rejected over objections by board mem- 
ber Larry Moats, said faculty leaders 
would agree to recommend the faculty 
approve the board's salary offer if the 
board would accept four items which 
would govern bargaining next year. 


The four items included a request for 


an Impasse procedure providing for me- 
diation In the event the two sides cannot 
agree and the board's official recognition 
of the Faculty Senate as the sole bar- 
gaining unit for the college teachers. 


Traditionally, the Harper board has en- 


gaged In salary talks with the faculty but 
has never entered Into a formal collec- 
tive bargaining agreement with the Fac- 
ulty Senate. 


MCCABE SAID THE final offer shifted 


the major issue In the bargaining away 
from the amount of money involved in 
the settlement and to the fact that the 
board had acted unilaterally in setting 
the salaries. 


"They had an Ideal opportunity to save 


face," he said, "and the mediation proce- 
dure would have been a way to avoid the 


Harper boss hits budgeting 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahtl 


painted a gloomy financial picture for 
the college board Thursday in reporting 
on budge actions taken by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 


The state board earlier In the week 


had adopted an operating budget for the 
state's four-year colleges and junior col- 
lege system totaling $601.4 million. The 
budget was cut from an original request 
of $683.2 million at the insistence of Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


The operating funds include $6fl,i> mil- 


lion for the state's junior colleges, an in- 
crease of $5 million over this year. 


Lahti said some of the areas of In- 


crease for the junior colleges will not 
benefit Harper because the school is not 
eligible for the funds and added that an 
Increase In state aid per credit hour of $1 
"Is far below what Gov. Walker prom- 
ised during his campaign." 


THE STATE bucgei provides for a 


school to receive $17.50 in state money 
for each credit hour of regular classes 
taught and $21 for each credit hour 
taught in vocational classes. This year, 
junior colleges received $16.50 for regu- 
lar classes and $19 for vocational classes. 


In the budget for construction for the 


higher education system, Lahti said ju- 
nior colleges have been allocated $30.3 
million for new projects for the next two 
years. All that money, he said, will be 
allocated to 10 schools which are just 


hassle next year." 


Board members said they did not feel 


they could discuss the faculty offer be- 
cause It was submitted at the last min- 
ute. Board Pres. Jessalyn Nicklas said. 
"In the past we have always been able to 
talk to the faculty about salaries and 
these kinds of suggestions have not be- 
fore been brought up and they have not 
seemed to be necessary in the past, so it 
is a surprise to have them brought up 
tonight." 


Moats, however, said he felt the board 


should agree to one last negotiating ses- 
sion with the faculty "with the under- 
standing that money is not to be dis- 
cussed." 


Moat's statement prompted a sharp ex- 


change with Miller, who said his remark 
was out of order because the board was 


starting building programs, and none will 
be allocated for Harper to expand the 
amount of space for vocational classes. 


Harper officials have said they must 


have more space for the vocational pro- 
grams because overcrowding Is now 
causing students to be turned away from 
health-related programs. 


LAHTI SAID Fred Wellman, executive 


director of the Illinois Junior College 
Board, told him "It is highly probable 
there will be no money for Harper for 
the next two years for new construc- 
tion." 


Lahti said he hoped college officials 


could go to the governor and General As- 
sembly and get additional money for 
both operating expenses and construc- 
tion. He said that because of the lack of 
space for career programs "We're at al- 
most an absolute stalemate" in ex- 
pansion in those areas. 


The financial picture relating to junior 


colleges in general and Harper in par- 
ticular, "is rather bleak for the next 
year." Referring to a report commis- 
sioned by the legislature which criticized 
junior colleges for not expanding voca- 
tional programs, Lahti said, "On the one 
hand, the Economic and Fiscal Commis- 
sion says community colleges are not liv- 
ing up to their obligations to provide ca- 
reer education and on the other hand, we 
arc absolutely strangled for funds with 
which to do our job."

WHEN MILLER SAID he wanted an 


immediate vote on the motion, Moats re- 
plied, "Why don't you let me finish what 
I have to say and then we can get done 
with it."

Comforts are more like home 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - The Sky- 


lab space may not have all the comforts 
of home, but it will come a lot closer to 
It than any previous American space- 
ship.

eo tape deck, a reading light, clothes 
lockers and a personal equipment com- 
partment.

ers. 


EACH ASTRONAUT will have his own 


hygiene kit with shaving equipment, a 
toothbrush and toothpaste, soap, a hair 
brush and cream, nail clippers and 
deodorant. Skylab even has a shower and 
each pilot la expected to bathe once a 


Endangered 
species use 
permits set 


A permit system has been set up to 


Implement provisions of the Illinois En- 
dangered Species Protection Act, sold 
Anthony T. Dean, director of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation. Tho act became 
effective May 1. 


Tho new law prohibits the transfer, 


sale or possession of animals that arc In 
danger of extinction, except for zoologi- 
cal, educational or scientific purposes. It 
also prohibits traffic in products or skins 
from endangered animals, setting up a 
permit system by which persons in pos- 
session of these products before May 1 
can retain them. 


Enacted by the General Assembly last 


summer, the law was to have become 
effective Jan. 1, but this was postponed 
by executive order until May 1 to allow 
the permit system to be set up. 


"Wo are providing means for citizens 


to voluntarily comply with the law," 
Dean said. 


"Persons who possess skins, rugs, fur- 


niture, articles of clothing or other prod- 
ucts made from rare and endangered an- 
imal species can obtain an application 
from the Conservation Department, list 
their articles on It, and send it in to gain 
a limited permit." 


DEAN SAID enforcement provisions 


of the act will be directed toward the 
commercial trade and not against the or- 
dinary citizen In possession of personal 
Items. "The citizen need only declare his 
Items and obtain his permit. There Is no 
fee," he said. 


"Products" covered by the act include 


the "fur, hide, skin, teeth, feathers, 
tusks, claws or the body, or any portion 
thereof," from an animal protected by 
the law.

The atherosclerotic process in the legs 


is the same process which caused the 
heart attack and can also cause, strokes. 
Without proper circulation he had diffi- 
culties with the muscles in his leg. The 
atherosclerotic blockage of the coronary 
arteries interfere with the circulation to 
the heart muscle in the same manner. 
Often'the first symptom or sign Is sud- 
den death. 


The 
electrocardiogram (ECG) is 


frequently normal before the heart at- 
tack occurs. Atherosclerosis is in the ar- 
teries to the heart. It won't affect the 
heart muscle or its electrical activity 
(ECG) 
until it becomes sufficiently ad- 


vanced to block the circulation to part of 
the heart muscle. Then there will usually 
be changes in the ECG. 


The fatty deposits in the arteries to the 


heart muscle build up or a clot forms 
and blocks the opening. The area of 
heart muscle (myocardium depending on 
circulation through this artery, dies. This 
is called an infarction, hence the term 
myocardial infarction. 


Cardiac arrest is a general term used 


when the heart stops beating entirely, or 
when it fibrillates or twitches (ventricu- 


lar fibrillation) at a rapid rate with no 
normal rhythmic pumping action. In ei- 
ther case effective circulation stops Im- 
mediately. Thus, what your husband had 
was sudden death from stopping of the 
heart's pumping action associated with 
damage to his heart's muscle, both 
caused by the disease in the arteries.

Let's try 


Sunday racing 


*' Racing, like baseball, football or 
"'taskctball, is nothing more than 
another spectator sport, and we 
sec no reason why Illinois should 
jblock its performance on Sunday. 
; It is Illogical, at the present 
{time, for horscrucing to be banned 
an Sundays, while other sports are 
."permitted. For this reason, we sup- 
port a package of legislation dc- 
pigned to correct this error. 
{ T h e 
legislation, 
introduced 


recently by State Rep. Robert 
Vuckett, R-Park Ridge,.would al- 
low local communities to deter- 
mine whether to permit Sunday 
racing. In other words, Arlington 
Heights would have the "yes" or 
"no" power over Arlington Park, 
located within the village limits. 


It can be argued that horse rac- 


ing, unlike other spectator sports, 
Involves state-sponsored gambling, 
and that such gambling should not 
be permitted on Sundays — logic 
which is a throw-back to a more 
religious, rural era in Illinois his- 
tory. 


Bui Sunday, for some the Lord's 


Day, Is also a day during which 
many businesses remain open. A 
law which discriminates against 
ono operation while the Chicago 
Cubs and shopping centers prosper 
makes no sense at all. Whether 


Sunday is overcommercialized Is 
not the issue; what matters is that 
one sport should not be discrimi- 
nated against for Its actions. 


What does make sense, however, 


is Arlington Heights' right to con- 
trol a racetrack within its bound- 
aries. If Juckett's legislation pas- 
ses, Arlington Heights would have 
such power. 


There are more serious argu- 


ments against Sunday racing than 
the one of Sunday "morality." It 
can be argued that the traffic load 
would be too heavy for the village's 
police force (although Arlington 
Heights officials have said the traf- 
fic is no problem). 


Residents of Arlington Heights 


and surrounding villages might ar- 
gue, too, that they did not buy 
homes in this community for the 
sake of watching Sunday racing 
crowds. (It would seem to us, how- 
ever, that Sunday racing is a rea- 
sonable expectation for Arlington 
Park, if not now, In the near fu- 
ture). 


At any rate, the decision should 


be given to Arlington Heights to de- 
termine whether to allow Sunday 
racing. An across-the-board ban 
based on the tradition of Sunday 
makes no sense to us at this time. 


Glaucoma's a target 


At least 442,000 Americans are 


blind and an additional 35,000 will 
lose their eyesight by the end of 
1073 — half of them unnecessarily. 


Statistics compiled by the Na- 


tional Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness indicate that half the na- 
tion's sightless could have pre- 
vented their blindness if proper 
medical care had been instituted 
by periodic examinations or when 
symptoms of trouble appeared. 


According to Virginia Boycc, the 


society's executive director, 50 per 
cent of all blindness is due to dis- 
ease, accident, neglect or igno- 
rance. 


Cataract is tho leading cause. Its 


only known cure is surgery, but 
more than 93 per cent of operations 
arc safe and successful. 


No. 2 is glaucoma, whicli at this 


moment threatens nearly 1,800,000 
Americans 35 years of age or older 
but which for the most part can be 
controlled if discovered and treat- 
ed in its early stages. 


The greatest danger with glauc- 


oma is that most victims don't 
know they have it. They can very 
gradually lose their sight without 
pain or other symptoms.

EDITOR'S NOTE: Tom Wellman, the 


Herald's chief editorial writer, was one 
of a number of residents of Arlington 
Heights' Dryden apartments displaced on 
April 29 by a $100,000 fire. Here are his 
observations on the fire. 


There is no time at first for thinking. 


You react instinctively. 


W. C. Fields had just captured a bank 


robber on TV at 3:30 p.m.. when three 
flashes occurred somewhere in the build- 
ing. 


Ten seconds later, the TV picture dis- 


appeared, and I could smell burning 
wiring. The lights were gone, and, with- 
out a sound, grey smoke was inexorably 
filling the apartment corridor. 


It was real. Shut the windows. Get out

Minton stand explained

'Cheap garbage bags' sought 


ination for glaucoma uses a to- 
nometer, a small instrument which 
the optimlmologist, a physician 
specializing in the eyes, places 
briefly on each eyeball to measure 
pressure inside the eye. The eyes 
first need to be numbed with a 
drop or two of anesthetic. 


A major improvement on this 


technique is a noncontact tonome- 
ter invented by Dr. Bernard Grol- 
man, a scientist with the American 
Optical Corp. of Framingham, 
Mass. 


This extremely delicate elec- 


tronic instrument measures eye 
pressure by directing a quick, 
slight pulse of air and does not 
touch the eye. It is reportedly as 
accurate as the contact tonometer, 
works much faster, causes no dis- 
comfort to the patient and can be 
operated by a technician rather 
than a physician, thus making it 
easier and less expensive to give 
large groups of people glaucoma 
examinations. 


A number of state and local So- 


cieties for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness will conduct mass screenings 
in the coming year using the non- 
contact tonometer. Potential glauc- 
oma victims will be advised to con- 
sult an opthalmologlst 


A recent press release by the Palatine 


Chamber of Commerce regarding a gar- 
bage bag situation has, in my opinion, 
distorted many facts and I, in good con- 
science, feel it Is necessary to answer 
those remarks. 


The Palatine Environmental Control 


Board was requested last fall to review 
the specifications for the approved vil- 
lage garbage bag. Contrary to unjust and 
unfound opinions of the Chamber, this is 
perhaps the one area in which I feel our 
board has the most expertise. Mr. Wil- 
liam Veschuroff has spent the last 17 
years of his life as a chemist in the plas- 
tics industry and I and all other board 
members have the utmost confidence in 
his opinions. After careful consideration 
of the specifications, Mr. Veschuroff met 
with Chamber officials at which time it 
was agreed that certain editorial 
changes would lead to more competitive 
bidding. The Environmental Control 
Board, under the advisement of Mr. Ves- 
churoff, made the editorial changes re- 
quested by the Chamber and made those 
revisions in the bag specifications which 
we felt would not adversely affect the 
field performance of the bag. We prom- 
ised tho Chamber to have the revised 
specifications ready for their review at 
our March 5 meeting. Representatives of 
the Chamber chose not to attend that 
meeting and review our recommenda- 
tions. Meanwhile, when the distributor's 
contract expired, the Chamber placed an 
order, at a much reduced rate to them, 
for out of spec bags. When the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Health deter- 
mined that the bags the Chamber was 
proposing to distribute were what Is com- 
monly referred to as "trash-can liners," 
they would not allow the village seal of 
approval to be placed on the bags. The 
Chamber subsequently cancelled that or- 
der. 


Bids are now being let on the new 


specifications. One distributor has al- 
ready notified the Village Manager's of- 
fice that his company would distribute 
the bags directly to the stores at a cost 
of 60 cents less per 50 than the Chamber 
is now billing the stores. One trustee has 
suggested that if the village gets a lower 
bid by avoiding the Chamber as an un- 
necessary middleman that the village 
has the responsibility to honor such a 
bid. A second trustee has voiced dis- 
agreement suggesting that the Village 
has sone responsibility to the Chamber 
since they have run the bag program so 
successfully in the past. 


I personally contend that if the Village 


of Palatine is going to require, by ordi- 
nance, that a bag meeting certain speci- 
fications Is the only one which may be 
used for the disposal of household 


•wastes, then that same governing body is 
bound to provide such a bag at the least 
possible cost to the consumer. I think it 
is time that Village residents stop being 
forced to subsidize Chamber activities 
and executive expenses. The Chamber 
presently, by doing nothing more than 
placing telephone orders with the dis- 
tributor, who then delivers the bags 
directly to the store, is making $1.20 on 
every 100 bags you are required to buy. 


The Environmental Control Board has 


honored its commitment to the people by 
providing specifications for a bag that is 
reliable with respect to health, safety, 
convenience and aesthetics. I hope that 
all other individuals and groups involved 
in our program will honor their com- 
mitment to provide this bag at the least 
cost to the consumer.

of the building. Reflexes first, thoughts 
later. I ran down the one flight and Into 
the fresh air. • 


Outside, the grey smoke drifting up 


from basement windows was other-word- 
ly. Perhaps there would be only smoke, I 
thought, but already there seemed to be 
far too much of it. 


Thinking began. There was still time to 


go back. I dashed upstairs and grabbed 
my camera and my cat. An overcoat 
would have been sensible, too, but there 
was too much urgency, too little time, to 
think. 


Outside again, decisions had to be 


made. Smoke was now pouring out of a 
basement window, and I could hear a si- 
ren; I must move my car. I work for a 
newspaper and Monday's deadlines were 
approaching; the newspaper must be 
called. 


But the unreality continued. As the 


firemen donned oxygen masks and 
smashed windows, I aimed my camera.. I 
was covering the burning of my apart- 
ment building, and it was conceivable*! 
might write a story about it, too. 


The smoke and sirens drew a crowd, 


and the reality of it became depressing. 
The Herald's photographer and reporter 
arrived, followed by the Red Cross man 
who took everyone's name. I declined 
overnight 
hotel 
accommodations; 
I 


called a Mount Prospect friend who had 
an unending liquor supply and an empty 
bedroom. 


At 6:30 as the firemen rolled up their 


hoses, I reentered the building and 
learned my apartment had been spared 
serious damage. Holes had been punched 
In the bathroom wall to get to the plumb- 
ing ducts (that's where the fire jour- 
neyed to the roof), but the firemen had 
spread tarpaulins over the furniture, pro- 
tecting it from smoke and water dam- 
age. 


Later, I learned an apartment floor be- 


low had collapsed, while the third-floor 
roof was gone. I had been spared a 
serious financial loss. Only the contents 
of a basement locker were destroyed, but 
that could be written off as enforced 
housecleaning. 


Reentering the apartment was strange, 


as life there was frozen at 3:30 p.m. A 
chicken was still thawing in the sink and 
the Sunday Sun-Times was spread open 
beside the tarp-covered armchair. It will 
be at least four weeks, they tell me, be- 
fore I'll be able to recreate this domestic 
scene. 


The firemen and the men and women 


that run the complex are appreciated, at 
least by this victim. The firemen had a 
high regard, in their usual highly prr> 
fcssional way, for life and property, and* 
the Sparks management people did their 
job efficiently and ceaselessly. 
,',.' 


Finally as I slumped into a strange bed 


later Sunday evening, I consciously laid 
out my clothing, prepared with an abso- 
lute readiness to confront smoke and 
flame at any moment. Next time, there 
may be less time. Suddenly I felt rather 
lucky.

nity has corn* under sharp attack 
recently, both from the public and Con- 
gress, and Raymond Christy Firestone Is 
one successful executive willing to an* 
swcr back. 


Firestone Is board chairman of the 


Firestone Tire it Rubber Co. of Akron, 
0., which ranks in the top 35 of the coun- 
try's Industrial giants. Its manufacturing 
plants In 29 countries, sales outlets in 135 
foreign countries and 109,000 employes 
generated $2.89 billion In revenues in 
1072. 


Aside from business duties, the Fire- 


stone chairman actively participates in 
hundreds of civic, government, education 
and religious areas. 


In the following Interview, Firestone, 


64, talked about the business commu- 
nity's various problems and efforts to 
educate the public. 


Q What Is the Mggeit single problem 


facing busiaeii In toe area of public 
opinion? 


A. Lack of trust and credibility. People 


don't quite think business Is telling the 
truth about Its products and about Its 
profits. 


Q. Why not? 
A. There Is a wave of popular feeling 


against established Institutions in gener- 
al, and business, as part of the estab- 
lishment, Is feeling It. 


Q. Why does this make any difference 


to the country? Iin't this just another 
business problem? 


A. The public's lack of belief In busi- 


ness leads to many problems. If people 
think business Is making too much mon- 
ey when it Is barely making enough to 
keep on growing, that kind of negative 
public opinion is apt to be translated into 
restrictive trade and tax laws and regu- 


lations. This could cause our nation's 
economy to stall. 


Q. What would happen then? 
A. If it really stalled, we could see a 


massive effect on our way of life. With- 
out the taxes that business generates 
directly and indirectly — and business 
and its operations are the prime source 
of all*tax revenue — federal, state and 
local government operations would fall 
flat on their faces. There would be tre- 
mendous effects on education, hospitals, 
museums, libraries and many other 
things we have come to accept as nor- 
mal, everyday rights. 


Q. So what has to be done? 
A. A better job of education. We have 


to convince people that corporations do 
not earn the excessive profits the public 
thinks, and that they actually are not far 
above the survival level in many cases. 
If this one basic erroneous impression 
can be corrected, the generally wide- 
spread criticism of business activities 
should decline dramatically. 


Q. What kind of program do you think 


would help? 


A. We have begun something at our 


headquarters in Akron that we think is a 
step in the right direction. In cooperation 
with the Akron Public School system, 
Firestone has launched a pilot program 
to show students first hand what business 
Is, what it does, and how it does it. 


We are acting as host to students from 


kindergarten through grade 12 in a series 
of visits in small groups to interview em- 
ployes on virtually every job In the com- 
pany. The students are gaining an under- 
standing of all parts of a major corpo- 
ration, including research and devel- 
op m e n t, engineering, manufacturing, 
marketing, advertising, distribution, and 
all other areas Involved In bringing a 
product to the consumer and carrying on 
a business.

State 'looking out? for Equity subscribers 
Policyholders urged to keep paying 


The Illinois Department of Insurance 


has urged pollcyholders of the Equity 
Funding Life Insurance Co. to continue 
paying regular premiums while in- 
vestigators try to unravel the finances of 
the scandal-ridden company. 


"We are doing our best to protect 


them," a department spokesman said of 
the firm's pollcyholders. The state in- 
tends to pay legitimate claims through a 
special escrow account if the company's 
assets are frozen, he said. 


Investigations by several state and fed- 


eral agencies have discovered millions of 
dollars in phony policies issued by 
Equity Funding Insurance. Some $120 
million in Equity assets and key com- 
pany records are also missing, according 
to state insurance director Fred Mauck. 


EQUITY Funding Corp., the parent 


company, is involved in the resale of the 
fake policies in several states. The huge 
scandal was uncovered by state officials 


In Illinois and California as well as the 
Justice Department, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


An audit by the state Insurance agency 


should be completed within the next 
month, clearing up doubts about which 
policies are legitimate and which were 
invented by company officials. 


Although 17,000 Illinois pollcyholders 


are listed in company records, "I don't 
think anybody knows how many pollcy- 
holders are in Illinois," said the depart- 
ment of insurance spokesman. 


THE STATE'S 10 point plan to protect 


Equity policyholders was approved late 
last week by Judge L. L. Rechenmacher 
of the DuPage County Circuit Court. The 
Illinois Department of Insurance had 
filed suit in the county where Equity 
maintained its local office, to take over 
control of the company. 


Under this plan, the state will collect 


all Equity assets, conduct a financial au- 
dit, continue management of its oper- 
ations in Illinois and investigate the lia- 
bility of Equity officers and directors. 


Meanwhile, a federal grand jury is In- 


vestigating reports of bribes in the De- 
partment of Insurance related to the gi- 
ant swindle. The Justice Department's 
special grand jury investigation is not 
limited to the Equity Funding case, said 
Samuel Skinner, head of the special pros- 
ecutions under U.S. Atty. James R. 
Thompson. The probe includes alleged 
payoffs dating back to 1981. 


Skinner said the investigation began 


after the government received reports 
that employes of the department were 
bribed during both the administrations of 
Gov. Otto Kerner and of Gov. Richard B.

lobby for unattended parcels, losses can 
occur. 


A growing consideration is that of 


losing your bonk credit cord. According 
to the ABA, more than 1,150 commercial 
banks offer such bank credit card plans 
to customers, and more than $5 billion is 
currently outstanding In retail purchases 
and cash advances. 


Should you lose your bank card, Imme- 


diately telephone or telegram the bank 


that issued the card. This win prevent 
any loss to you Incurred fraudulently. If 
you fall to notify the bank immediately, 
you are liable for only the first $50 ot 
fraudulent loss. 


Above all, say bankers, never agree to 


meet a caller to retrieve a missing purs* 
or wallet. The risk here is that the thief 
may be watching your bouse. And, when 
you leave to recover the missing ftem, he 
may use the time to burglariz* your 
house.

joying an entirely new life style as he 
begins his second year of telecasting his 
"Tonight Show" from California instead 
of New York. 


In place of a fashionable apartment in 


Manhattan, Johnny lives in a large, 
rambling Bel Air mansion with swim- 
ming pool. 


Each morning he enjoys batting some 


tennis balls against the garage for ex- 
ercise, a treat that was denied him In 
New York. He admits he would have 
bought a place with a tennis court except 
that it would have attracted friends and 
relatives from far corners of the world. 
' "Life is a little more relaxed here," he 
says. "You have to be careful yoa don't 
become apathetic." 


THERE'S LITTLE chance of Carson 


turning loafer. 


He drives to NBC's Burbank studios 


five days a week at 1 o'clock In the after- 
noon. The trip takes him about 20 min- 
utes, or the same time it took to cover 
one-tenth that distance in Manhattan by 
cab. 


ONCE AT THE studio he studies the 


rundown of the show, checks on the 
guests, lines up future guests with his 
staff, confers with his writers and works 
on his monologue. He also goes through 
important mall. 


He tapes his show from 6 to 7:30 p.m. 


with a live audience, most of whom are 
people on vacation or Hollywood visitors. 
Carson says if he taped his audience in 
the afternoon the people might be less 
sophisticated. 


IF CARSON LOOKS splendidly tailored 


it is not impossible he is wearing his own 
line of clothes. 


He initiated Johnny Carson Apparel 


three years ago. His suits and sports 
jackets and shirts are sold at 1,500 retail 
stores across the country — and doing 
well. 


Carson is home in plenty of time for 


dinner which sometimes is cooked by his 
wife, Joanna. But there is plenty of help 
in their new home which, curiously is 
somewhat more formal than most South- 
ern California homes. 


It gives the appearance of a New York 


apartment, with a few antiques here and 
there. 


"In California anything over 10 years 


old is an antique," Johnny says, grin- 
ning. 


The house includes a projection room 


where Johnny frequently entertains six 
to a dozen friends. After dinner they 


troop to the projection room for the lat- 
est pictures. 


IT IS MORE than a luxury. Many of 


Johnny's television guests are movie 
stars anxious to talk about their pictures.

ON WEEKENDS Johnny plays tennis 


Aad 
on most Saturdays and Sundays he lolls 
around the pool. 


Johnny gave up golf with the observa- 


tion: "It's a nice way to louse up a 
walk." 


Among Johnny's friends are comedians 


Dick Martin, Bob Newhart, Don Rickles 
and his show's producer, Fred DeCor- 
dova. He's also close to his brother, 
Dick, who now directs "The Merv Griffin 
Show." 


Three times a year Johnny stars in 


Las Vegas for a total of five weeks. He 
returns to New York six weeks annually 
to originate his program from his old 
stomping grounds. Johnny keeps a New 
York apartment the year around for 
those trips. 


Chances are slim Carson will ever be 


moving to New York permanently. 


"I grew up in the Midwest and lived in 


New York for all those years. I've had 
all the cold, wind and rain I need for a 
long time," he says.

Plucky little 'boomer' gets second chance 


Plows—not shotguns—led to prairie chickens' decline 


The dramatic 15-year fight to save Illi- 


nois' native prairie chicken from ex- 
tlnctlon Is meeting with some success — 
and research scientist:! arc sounding a 
note of cautious optimism about the fu- 
ture of the plucky little "boomer" in the 
state. 


From fewer than 300 birds five years 


ago, the flocks have been increased to 
more than GOO. The increase is directly 
attributable to tho acquisition of grass- 
land habitat tracts in expansion of tho 
Jasper County sanctuary system. 


Tho drama in tho pralrlo chicken's 


struggle to remain an existing species Is 
comparable to tho International effort to 
save the whooping crane. 


The difference is that individual volun- 


teer work am! donations formed the 1m- 
pcttu to save the Illinois species through 
linbltat preservation, and that state 
agencies, although privately interested, 
officially moved only In advisory, re- 
search and management capacities dur- 
ing tho original efforts to save this en- 
dangered species. 


AT A RECENT dinner meeting in New- 


ton, a few miles northeast of the sanc- 
tuary system, tho final three acreages 
owned by the Illinois Pralrlo Chicken 
Foundation were officially turned over to 
tho Department of Conservation for dedi- 
cation Into the Nature Preserve System. 


ACCEPTING THE properties on behalf 


of Conservation Director Anthony T. 
Dean was James M. Lockart, supervisor 
of the Division of Wildlife Resources, 
who pledged renewed efforts to preserve 
tho species. A citizens' volunteer com- 
mittee was named to serve in an adviso- 
ry capacity to tho department on man- 
agement. 


Of equal Importance to the Pralrlo 


Chicken Foundation in the campaign to 
acquire habitat lands for tho species has 
been the Pralrlo Grouse Committee of 
Illinois Chapter of the Nature Con- 
servancy. The Prairie Grouse Committee 
was organized in 1065 by the Nature Con- 
servancy which was in a favorable posi- 
tion to push acquisition rapidly. Within 
two years after the committee was 
formed, about 400 acres were added to 
the Botota-Ncwton area sanctuaries and 
IGO-acro tract near Klnmundy In Marlon 
County was purchased. In 1070, the Con- 
servation Department bought 410 acres 
in Jasper and Marlon counties from the 
Nature Conservancy. There are presently 


about 960 acres In 11 tracts In the Jasper 
County system and about 300 acres In 
Marlon County. 


Sanctuary studies of the prairie chick- 


en during the past decade have added 
considerably not only to knowledge of the 
species, but to the sum total of what is 
known In general about upland birds. 


BLINDS HAVE been constructed at 


strategic points overlooking the "boom- 
Ing" grounds on several of the Jasper 
County sanctuaries, and reservations to 
o b s e r v e tho twice-daily traditional 
"booming" or mating dances of the 
prairie chickens can be made in advance 
with Ron Westcmcler, 304 Poplar Dr., 
Efflngham, 111. 62401, Phone (217) 342- 
6075. 


A typical morning In the blind begins 


at 4 o'clock, when Westemoler address- 
es the sleepy-eyed observers that gather 
for briefing In tho "red barn." The ob- 
servers arc escorted to their blind sites 
as the sky slowly Illuminates the new 
day. One hears the flutter of feathers in 
tho 
near-pitch darkness. The first 


"boom" is heard as the party is settled 
in tho blind — and it never fails to stir a 
thrilling tingle of nostalgic anticipation 
at the traditional tableau that is about to 
bo witnessed. 


Tho "boom" is an eerie, tliree-note hol- 


low echo, not unlike the musical noise 
made by blowing across the mouth of a 
big jug. One "boom" usually starts off 
the morning's ritual — soon It is built 
into a rising crescendo as other cocks 
join and tho din becomes steady, like the 
mellow sound of a hive of bees in a ris- 
ing and falling note. 


THE PRAIRIE chicken's nuptial cere- 


monies begin in January and end in ear- 
ly June. The real whoop, hoot and cackle 
is an April and May affair when the 
cocks put on their best displays. A typi- 
cal booming ground is in short grass or 
stubble, on flat ground occupying an 
area perhaps one-fourth the size of a city 
block. 


The strongest cocks occupy the center 


of the booming ground, each staking out 
his own territory with invisible bound- 
aries that only he, and his neighbors, can 
discern. The mating dance begins with 
an individual cock taking a short run, 
stopping suddenly, stamping his feet in a 
drum-like patter; he bows, the pinnae on 
his neck are erect, like horns, and they 
point straight forward as though he were 


a bull sizing up a matador. His air sacs 
fill to an orange sphere nearly as large 
as a tennis ball, and the "booming" com- 
mences as he inflates them with staccato 
measure. 


Each cock defends his "territory" 


against rivals, and tries to invade ground 
of his neighbors. He comes on the run 
when his ground is threatened by a riv- 
al; the two have a beak-to-beak con- 
frontation with squawks and cackles. 
Sometimes they sink to their bellies con- 
tinuing the debate, frequently a fight en- 
sues, non-fatal and non-bloody, and the 
intruder returns to his own territory 
minus a few feathers. 


THE HENS ARRIVE on the booming 


ground later than the cocks, and when 
one appears she is often greeted with 
whoops from the cocks closest to her. A 
cock will intensify his display when a 
hen approaches, but she usually mean- 
ders through the displaying males with 
disdain, often picking at the ground 
as though she were more interested in 
full crop than in progeny. Hens, too, con- 
test choice spots on the booming ground 
and favored males with other hens. 


She is not as disinterested as she ap- 


pears and may mate with several cocks. 
The entire ritual, however, Is time-con- 
suming and often turns out to be more of 
a social event than progenitive. Males 
continue to display, seemingly pre- 
occupied with their own impressive ac- 
tivity, while females gradually lose inter- 
est and leave the booming ground after 
two or three hours to feed in nearby 
fields. 


Nests of dead grass, stems and leaves 


are constructed starting in mid-April, 
and a hen will begin to incubate her 
clutch of 10 to 12 eggs in late April or 
early May. The incubating period, about 
23 days, is about the same as for quail or 
pheasants, and prairie chickens are not 
as capable of compensating for de- 
stroyed nests by repeated renesting. 


A high mortality results when the 


meadows are plowed or mowed before 
July. The lack of good, undisturbed nest- 
ing and brooding cover is the chief rea- 
son prairie chicken populations dis- 
appeared at a rate that approached ex- 
tinction a decade ago. 


SOMETIMES THE main reason for a 


species decline is so obvious that it is not 
readily apparent, or is unappreciated by 
most people ... and this was true re- 


garding the prairie chicken. Historically, 
action generated by concern over decr- 
easing populations has been directed to- 
ward control of hunting, while the plow 
and the mowing machine — not the shot- 
gun — were the primary causes for the 
bird's decline. 


Opportunities for predator-prey rela- 


tionship studies have been excellent on 
the Jasper County sanctuaries, and they 
have proven biologic conclusions that 
predators will not tend to eliminate a 
species, or even take healthy birds. 


Westemeler says the prairie chickens 


undergo daily threats or attacks from 
hawks, cock pheasants, and coyotes, but 
he has never seen a successful predation 
by these animals. 


One recent observer reported three at- 


tacks by marsh hawks in one morning's 
two-hour booming ground period—one 
of the attacks lasted 11 minutes. During 
this period, all chickens on the booming 
ground flushed except four or five of the 
central cocks, which stood their ground 
as the hawk swooped low and made div- 
ing attacks at first one, then another. 
The count on the booming ground at the 
time was 39 birds — 27 cocks and 12 
hens. 


THE HAWK ATTACK is characteristic 


— a folded wing dive and strike at the 
cock which, in anticipation, is standing 
with head held high and ducks the 
strike, retaliating instantly with a count- 
er-strike as the hawk flies off out of 
reach. One such attempt at each cock, 
and the hawk relents. 


This particular hawk folded its wings 


and sat down in the middle of the boom- 
Ing ground. The flushed cocks and hens 
returned instantly, and the booming ac- 
tivities resumed, with the hawk observ- 
ing from a central location. The chickens 
paid him no heed — he represented no 
threat on the ground. The predator ob- 
served the booming ritual for six or sev- 
en minutes; then arose and swooped low 
once over the ground before flying away 
into the distance, creating hardly a stir 
among the prey flock. 


The biologic conclusion is that he had 


observed no ill, injured or weak birds; 
hence, gave up and retired from the 
field. 


As the Department of Conservation as- 


sumes managerial supervision of the 
prairie chicken sanctuaries in its Nature 
Preserve system, efforts will be made 


not only to perpetuate and increase the 
flocks now established but to reintroduce 
the species to other areas of the state 
where sufficient grassland may exist in a 
preserved status. 


Extermination of a species is a high 


price to pay for progress, and Illinois 


citizens do not have to pay it — thanks to 
the efforts of the Prairie Chicken Foun- 
dation, the Prairie Grouse Committee, 
the Natural History Survey and the De- 
partment of Conservation. It has been a 
volunteer effort, now backed by state 
recognition and a state preserve system.

A life punctuated

Countess Annabolla was a most allur- 


ing catch. 


There was something about the baron- 


own, something beguiling that made 
men chase after her. 


Charles Siragusa was one of those 


men. He had heard talcs of the countess, 
stories that renewed the Intensity of his 
quest for her. 


So, In the magnificent setting of tho 


Italian peninsula, Countess Annabolla 
and Charles Siragusa had their ren- 
dezvous. The chase was over. 


The countess (of course) was a Ger- 


man spy during World War II, a latter 
day Mataharl who was In charge of all 
German sabotage and espionage in 
Italy. 


SinAGUSA WAS a counter-intelligence 


officer for the Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices, the forerunner of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. His mission was to 
capture enemy spies. 


For three months Siragusa pursued the 


countess. She had been scurrylnrt all 
over northern Italy from the Adriatic to 
tho Mediterranean and back trying to 
flee tho country when the war ended. 


Siragusa and his aides were close on 


her heels. So were the French and the 
British. But Siragusa got to the countess 
first. As a crlmcfightcr it was to be but 
one of many such finishes in his long ca- 
reer. 


Slraguso, nearlng his GOth birthday, 


has distinguished himself in the field of 
law enforcement. He has headed several 
Investigating agencies, advised govern- 
ments on criminal matters and estab- 
lished a working relationship with for- 
eign countries which lead to a reduction 
In certain crimes abroad that affect the 
United States. 


His 38 years of fighting crime has led 


him to his present position as executive 
director of the Illinois Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission (ILIC). 


The ILIC conducts investigations with 


tho purpose of making legislative or fac- 
tual recommendations to the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. Hearings will begin next 
Tuesday into possible wrongdoings con- 
nected with state building contracts. 


SIRAGUSA'S LIFE has been punc- 


tuatcd by danger and Intrigue. His trade- 
mark Is toughness, his vantage point a 
dark alley with a pair of binoculars. His 
knowledge of the crime world, especially 
the Mafia, Is from first-hand experience. 
His relatives and friends were beaten, 


mugged and shaken down by syndicate 
thugs In his native New York. 


Such was life in the teeming jungle of 


the Bronx in the 1920's that Siragusa 
could have thrown In with the mob or 
turned on them with all the toughness he 
could muster. He chose the latter. 


Siragusa said he went straight because 


he was blessed with two wonderful par- 
ents who taught him to be honest and 
obey the law. They disciplined him, espe- 
cially Mama Siragusa, who used to 
whack Charles over the head with a 
broomstick. 


Siragusa, who lives with his wife in a 


Chicago high-rise apartment building, is 
not an imposing figure, by any means. 
Ho has a medium build, is short, has sil- 
ver hair and a thin mustache that is 
practically lost under a bulbous nose. 
His voice resembles Yogi Berra's more 
than James Conlisk's. 


But Slragusa's smallish physical stat- 


ure belles his contempt for criminals, es- 
pecially those of Italian ancestry, and he 
has devoted his entire life to snuffing out 
their wrongdoings. 


BY HIS OWN estimation, Siragusa is 


the oldest living person of Sicilian-Ameri- 
can descent with roots in law enforce- 
ment. Because of this he has a particular 
hatred of his fellow Italians who turned 
to crime for a livelihood. But, he main- 
talns.thc majority of Italians are good 
people. 


"For every Sicilian who has become a 


gangster," he said, "there are tens of 
thousands of Sicilians who arc law-abid- 
ing citizens. But nobody's interested in 
the life and times of squares. They're 
Interested in cops and robbers and cow- 
boys and Indians." 


It's of cops and robbers that Siragusa 


speaks from authority. You saw the mov- 
ie the French Connection? Siragusa has 
done the exciting chase scene many 
times in real life. 


Two autos screech under the elevated 


tracks, the crook gets out of the first car, 
runs upstairs to catch a train to elude 
the officer only to be cornered when he 
gets off. In the movie, the policeman got 
his man, with a bullet. In real life, Sira- 
gusa always got his man. Only he never 
shot anyone. 


Siragusa believes movies about the 


crime syndicate make heroes out of bad 
guys, making it look like they are taking 
the law Into their own hands for the good 
of .society by killing off the bad-bad 
guys. People sympathize with movie, 
criminals, said Siragusa.

"I DON'T believe in making them look 


good," he said of the bad guys. "I don't 
care if they go to church on Sunday (As 
Michael Covleone did in the Godfather) 
they're still murderers. It doesn't alter 
the fact that they're still murdering bas- 
tards. 


"When informants tell me about dis- 


passionate, and ruthless murderers, any 
kind aspect of then- lives is completely 
erased. People think it's comical to say, 
Til make you an offer you can't refuse.' 
Well I don't think It is." 


It was with this in mind that Siragusa 


accepted a role in the movie version of 
the life of crime cyndlcate boss Lucky 
Luciano, who, among other things, was a 
major trafficker in narcotics. 


Siragusa spent two decades in pursuit 


of Luciano, successfully putting him in 
jail on a 30 to 50-year-sentence only to 
see him freed for deportation to Italy 18 
months later. It was then that the drug 
traffic from Italy to the U.S. increased, 
which prompted Siragusa to follow Lu- 
ciano to Italy. 


SIRAGUSA, at the urging of director 


Francesco Rosi, took an acting part in 
the movie and served as script adviser to 
ensure the authenticity of the story. The 
film was made in Italy earlier this year 
for release this fall. 


"I told him I didn't want to be in the 


movie if it would glamorize gangsters," 
said Siragusa. "I didn't want to have 
anything to do with it either, if it was 
critical of the United States." 


An Italian actor, Gian Maria Volonte, a 


look-alike of Luciano, and Oscar winner 
Rod Steiger had major parts in the mov- 
ie. Steiger played a New York gangster 
who Siragusa persuaded to go back to 
the states to face trial. 


Siragusa pointed to the help he got 


from Steiger, expecially in a bedroom 
scene in which Steiger and his girlfriend 
in the movie are under the covers. There 
was a confrontation between Siragusa 
and the gangster, accentuated by swear 
words. 


"WHEN YOU ACT in a movie jrou 


sometimes forget you're acting," said 
Siragusa. "The first few times in the 
Bcene it was hard to get into an argu- 
ment with Steiger because he's such a 
nice guy. He had to start swearing at me 
to get me going. 


"He'd warm up by walking around the 


room, going over his lines, not moving 
his lips at all. Then he'd put on his face 
the expression of a hood, look me in the 
eye and swear at me. It got me agi- 
tated." 


Siragusa said he enjoyed acting in the 


movie, entitled, "Re: Lucky Luciano," 
and got along well with the actors, espe- 
cially Steiger. 


"I'll get more lines than anyone else in 


the movie," he said of his substantial, 
role. "I don't know how Rod felt about 
that. I'm sure he doesn't care. He got 
about $150,000 for his part and he only 
worked about 10 days. I don't know how 
they're going to bill me. I don't give a 
damn." 


Siragusa said the job was the first and 


last he'll have in the'movie business. 
Then he added, "unless the film is as 
successful as the Godfather. Then if 
somebody comes looking for me I'll get 
an agent." 


THE FLEDGLING actor said the pro- 


ducer got his money's worth when he 
hired the former narcotics agent. The 
film's budget was $2 million, said Sira- 
gusa, of which he was paid $10,000 for 
about 14 days work (he made the film 
during his vacation from the ILIC, where 
he makes $36,000 a year;)- In- addition, 
Siragusa only got a sports jacket while 
Steiger got a whole new wardrobe. 


Siragusa had no time, for sightseeing 
, , , . , , , . , .

while making the film. It was typical of 
He $ a man who has distinguished himself as a cnmefighter. this hard working man's life that be 


missed the beauty and grandeur of Italy. 


"When we lived in Italy (while track- 


ing down Luciano) I didn't do any sight- 
seeing and we lived there for ten years," 
said Siragusa. 


'I've been in 33 countries, in glamorous 


cities, but I've never enjoyed them," he 
said. "I'm a workaholic. I like my work. 
In our business we do reports in the day 
and work at night. I've been to Greece a 
hundred times. I could see the Acropolis 
from the hotel. But I never had a chance 
to go see it first hand. I finally saw it in 
the movies." 


SIRAGUSA'S WORK has included as- 


slgnmcnls in the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics, the Illinois Crime 
Investigating Commission, the Illinois 
Crime Commission and the ILIC. 


He has been honored by the U.S. Trea- 


sury Department, the Italian government 
and received the Columbo award is the 
"Italian-American Man of the Year" in 
1960. 


• He is listed in Who's Who, has author- 
ed several books and magazine articles, 
mainly dealing with his investigation of 
organized crime. 
' Despite his professed toughness in 
dealing with some of the most notorious 
and d a n g e r o u s criminals in the 
world, Siragusa has an admitted soft 
spot. 


"I would characterize myself as a 


hard-nosed Archie Bunker-type," he said, 
"but I have a liberal streak in me, too. I 
bleed for the little man, poor people, 
middle-income people. 


"We (the ILIC) conducted a study of 


the mentally retarded at Peoria State 
Hospital. I didn't know anything about 
the mentally retarded but I have become 
sympathetic to their plight. They seem to 
be the forgotten people of the world. 
Society's rejects. As tough as I feel about 
gangsters I get soft at this kind of 
thing."

Palatine gets scare but cops another Relays title

Will a team title ever again elude Pal- 


atine at the Palatine Relays? 


It hasn't happened since 1965 and after 


Saturday. It's beginning to look as though 
it may never happen again. 


If ever Palatine's string of consecutive 


lilies in Its own big meet (now six in 
Class 0 and eight overall) was to be bro- 
ken, it seemed for a while this would be 
the year. Whcaton North came to town 
with an impressive squad, fresh off a 
triumph in its own strong Invitational 
last week and with soma snappy relay 
times. 


And the Pirates Indeed experienced 


*omc tense moment* during the after- 
noon and were pushed right down to the 
la»t few events. Yet a Whcaton victory In 
the final race, the 880-yard relay, still 
wasn't enough as coach Joe Johnson's 
boys emerged with 70 points to North's 
67. SI. Ignatius was third with 47 and 
the only other Herald area squad In 
Class B, Maine North, was sixth In the 
eight-team field with IS. 


Class A for larger schools, on the other 


hand, did not have any surprises — even 
mild ones — In store In the 13-tcam point 
totals. Lyons of LaGrnngo dominated 
jus.', as it was expected to in this tradi- 
tional 41st annual classic. The Lions 
piled up 88 points against 39Hi for the 
nearest challenger, always-strong Rlv- 
cnldc-Brookfleld. 


Frcmd was third with 42 points, 


Schaumburg fourth with 30 and Arlington 
fifth with 28 among the 13 teams. The 
only other Herald area units were St. Vi- 
ctor, 10th with 10 points, and Conant, 
llth with 8!i. 


Scott Williams, Palatine's dandy dis- 


tance runner, was the big Individual hero 
in the Class B triumph and was not far 
from new meet records with both of his 
triumphs. 


Williams' snappy 4:25.3 mile time was 


just off the Class B record of 4:24.4 and 
his 0:40.0 two-mile clocking compared 
with the mark of 0:37.4 set by Pirate 
Brian Darnell last year. 


P a l a t i n e ' s most important wins, 


though, came in two relay events since 
they were worth 20 points. The 40-yard 
low hurdle shuttle team of Eugene Mol- 
lenkamp, Dave Bailey, Mike Murphy and 
Jan Fitzgerald won with :48.6 and the 
frosh-soph distance medley group of Jim 
Hickcy, Mark McCostlin, Roy Ciprl and 
Wayne Rasmusscn was victorious with 
8:52.7 (the record is 3:50.6). 


The Pirates also picked up valuable 


points with seconds in two relays and' 
thirds in two others. Thus the hosts were 
not lower than third In any of the six 
relays, the big point-getters (10-8-6-4-2 
compared 
to

6-4-3-2-1). This was despite the fact that 
Whcaton was expected to make the most 
noise in the relays. 


The second-place units for Palatine 


were the two-mile relay (Dave 'Tohle, 
Rick Scholl, Tom Glenn and Chuck Bell) 
behind St. Ignatius' new meet record of 
8:03.9, and the Pirates' 320-yard high 
hurdle shuttle team of Mike Murphy, 
Mollenkamp, Bailey and Fitzgerald. 


Thirds were picked up by (he mile re- 


lay (Doug Patterson, Rasmusscn, Glenn 
and Bell) and the 880.relay (Fitzgerald, 
Bailey, Bob Castle and Jim Constantino). 


Whcaton North set a new mile relay of 


3:24.7, the old Class B record being 


3:26.4 by Palatine last year. Wheaton 
had a fine 1:32.2 and Palatine 1:33.8 in 
the 880 relay. 


Palatine's other points came in Individ- 


ual events on a second, three thirds, a 
fourth and fifth. Murphy was second in 
the high jump behind the winning mark 
of 6-1, Jim Grab was third in both shot 
put and discus throw, Paul Kearns was 
third in the mile with 4:32.2, McCostlin 
placed fourth in the long jump and Ken 
Krol fifth in discus.

Not in upcoming budget 
Municipal fire department 
money coming next year 


by JOE FRANZ 


Despite a recommendation to begin Im- 


mediate establishment of a municipal 
fire department, money for it probably 
will not be budgeted until next year, Buf- 
falo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 
said Friday. 


Larson said the new budget, which he 


will present to the village board this 
week, docs not Include money for a mu- 
nicipal fire department. "Priorities have 
been placed In other areas for this year's 
budget." he said. 


The emphasis on the new budget arc In 


th? areas of police protection, public 
works, building and engineering, and fi- 
nance, Larson said. "I don't think this 
(municipal fire department) is some- 
ti'lnc you can jump into. You have to 
consider total monies and the effect it 
will have on other departments," he 
said. 


An indencndcnt fire study released last 


week said the municipal department 
should be formed In two years. Larson 
said he thinks the village can start the 
department by June of next year. 


WHEN THE MUNICIPAL department 


Is formed, Larson said ho would like to 
see it supported entirely by property 
taxes and not dependent on village funds. 
"I would like to see the department self- 
supporting," he said. 


Larson added that In a year property 


taxes alone might be capable of support- 
Ing the department. This will be possible 
because of the additional property taxes 
being brought in by new developments 
currently under construction, ho said. If 
property taxes are not enough to support 
the municipal department, they can 
probably be supplemented with village 
funds, ho added. 


Larson emphasized he was not in favor 


of increasing property taxes to raise the 
money needed for the municipal fire de- 
partment. 


The fire study, which was made by the 


National Loss Control Service Corp. of 
Long Grove, was ordered by the village 
board to find a solution to the con- 
troversy over who should provide fire 
protection to the Lake County section of 
the village. 


Lake County residents currently are 


served by the Long Grove Rural Fire 
Protection District, while the rest of the 
village is served by the Wheeling Rural 
Fire Protection District. The Buffalo 
Grove Fire Department, Inc., is part of 
the Wheeling district. 


THE STUDY SAID the procedure to 


follow In establishing a municipal depart- 
ment should be as follows: 


• Assume the assets of the Buffalo 


Grove Fire Department Inc. 


• Disnnncx the Lake County portion of 


the village from the Long Grove district. 


• Disanncx the Cook County portion of 


the village from the Wheeling district. 


The study also calls for the utilization 


of the present Buffalo Grove Fire De- 
partment to form the nucleus of the mu- 
nicipal department. It said the current 
department has the resources and equip- 
ment to meet the initial needs of the vil- 
lage. 


The Initial cost of the municipal de- 


partment is expected to be $156,500 an- 
nually, according to the study. It sold the 
unofficial projections of the 1073 assessed 
valuations of the village indicates the de- 
partment would be financially feasible. 


The village board is expected to take 


action on the suggestions in the study at 
a meeting Tuesday, May 29. It is ex- 
pected that the board will recommend 
that work begin to form the municipal 
department.

Drop Dundee 
Road fire 
station: study 


Aside from suggesting formation of a 


municipal fire department in Buffalo 
Grove, an independent fire study re- 
leased last week, also suggests the vil- 
lage abandon a plan to build a new fire 
station on Dundee Road. 


The study said instead of constructing 


the Dundee Road station, the village 
should consider constructing one in the 
vicinity of the village hall, near Lake- 
Cook Road and Raupp Boulevard. The 
study also suggested another fire station 
at Busch and Wieland roads in Lake 
County. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter said he disagrees with the study con- 
cerning the fire station. "I cannot agree 
that it would be more advantageous to 
have a fire station near the village hall 
rather than on Dundee Road," he said. 


Winter said because of the high num- 


ber of businesses and multi-family devel- 
opments on Dundee Road that a station 
there is essential. He said a quick re- 
sponse to those areas is important be- 
cause of the high density of people. "We 
can lose a lot of people if we don't get 
there in a hurry," he said. 


THE COMPLETION of Buffalo Grove 


High School, at Dundee and Arlington 
Heights roads is another reason why a 
fire station is needed on Dundee Road, 
Winter said. "If something happens in 
that school, which could have 2,500 to 
3,500 students, we better be able to get 
there fast," he said. 


Winter said having the fire station on 


Dundee Road Instead of near the village 
hall will not really hurt the department's 
response time to areas north of the sta- 
tion. "We can cover the whole area with 
no trouble, it's just important we be 
closer to Dundee Road near all the high- 
rises and businesses," he said. 


Winter said the Illinois Rating and In- 


spection Bureau agrees that a fire sta- 
tion is needed on Dundee Road. "The 
Rating Bureau is who I have to satisfy 
and they said there should be a station 
on Dundee Road," he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said he 


agrees with the study regarding the fire 
station locations. Although Larson thinks 
having a third fire station on Dundee 
Road would be a good idea, he said it 
would be too expensive. 


Larson said ho thinks a fire station 


near the village hall will be able to ade- 
quately serve the area in the vicinity of 
Dundee Road. "The people wouldn't real- 
ize the difference in service," he said. 


Construction of the Dundee Road fire 


station, which was approved by the vil- 
lage board three weeks ago was sched- 
uled to begin in about six months. The 
future of the station which is supposed to 
be built on a two-acre site west of Kings- 
wood Methodist Church is now uncertain.

Aspen Ditch remedy in the offing tonight? 


The Aspen Ditch controversy in Buf- 


falo Grove will be solved tonight if the 
village board, Levitt and Sons Inc. and 
homeowners can agree on terms. 


The subject is scheduled to come be- 


fore the board at its regular meeting at 8 
o'clock In the village hall. 


At a special meeting last week, the 


board and the other parties concerned 
considered several alternatives as to how 
the problem of covering the ditch, which 
runs directly behind homes in the Lake 
County portion of the village, 


The ditch is 44 feet wide and 14 feet 


deep in some spots. It has been de- 
scribed by residents and village officials 
as an "eyesore and danger to the com- 
munity." 


THE VILLAGE would like to see the 


ditch filled in by constructing an under- 
ground culvert in its place. Levitt, who is 
being charged by homeowners with mis- 
representing the ditch at the time they 
purchased their homes, also agrees this 
solution would be the best.

Traffic load on increase 
on Arlington Heights Road 


by KURT BAER 


Traffic on Arlington Heights Road is 


Increasing 20 per cent a year, according 
to planning studies of the road. 


At this rate, the road will be unable to 


carry projected traffic volumes by 1990, 
said Arlington Heights Village Planner 
Joe Hosier. 


Keslcr recommended that Arlington 


Heights Road be widened to four lanes 
from the Northwest Tollway to Central 
Road and from Thomas Street to the 
Lake-Cook county line, in Buffalo Grove. 


Between Central and Thomas, how- 


ever, Keslcr said widening the road, at 
least in the immediate future is neither 
desirable nor feasible. 


At Its busiest section, near the tollway, 


Arlington Heights Road is now carrying 
20,000 cars a day, he said, a figure com- 
parable to many of the major com- 
mcrlcal streets in the City of Chicago. 


TUB TRAFFIC projections arc part of 


a comprehensive plan for Arlington 
Heights Rood and land adjacent to It now 
being prepared by the village planning 
department. 


Last night's meeting, attended by 


about 33 Interested residents, focused on 
North Arlington Heights Road. The plan 
for the southern half of the road will be 
the subject of a second public hearing 
May 17. 


The proposed plan includes recom- 


mended land uses along the road, aes- 
thetic Improvements and changes In the 
physical design of the highway. 


"We're concerned with traffic primar- 


ily from a safety standpoint — for mak- 
ing the roadway safer for pedestrians 
and kids," Keslcr said. 


TO THIS END, tho plan proposes a pe- 


destrian underpass beneath the railroad 
tracks and Northwest Highway, the in- 


stallation of flashing pedestrian crossing 
signs near schools and the completion of 
sidewalks along the entire eight-mile 
length of the road through Arlington 
Heights. 


Keslcr said the recommendation to 


widen tho road would incorporate the 
most modern street standards, including 
two 12-foot lanes in each direction sepa- 
rated by a 16-foot median. He said the 
road should not be widened between Cen- 
tral and Thomas, however, because of 
existing trees and the lack of right-of- 
way. 


"Even these improvements won't be 


enough," he said, adding that two pairs 
of parallel, one-way streets should be 
designated to move traffic through the 
central village. 


One pair of streets would be east of 


Arlington Heights Road and the other to 
the west of the road. He did not say spec- 
ifically which streets should be marked 
one-way. 


and improvement from the Des Plaines 
River to Foundry Road. Work would be- 
gin at the Des Plaines River with what- 
ever money is slated, Guillou said. 


The first phase of the creek project — 


enlarging of a culvert under the Soo Line 
R.R. near the Euclid and Wolf inter- 
section in Mount Prospect — is ncaring 
completion. .Guillou said he expects the 
work to be completed by the June dead- 
line. 


Guillou said the culvert would be 


opened as soon as it is completed, to alle- 
viate flooding on the north end of the 
creek in Prospect Heights. He said he 
doesn't expect the opening to increase 
flooding downstream from the culvert. 


Additional phases of the project would 


provide for widening and improvement 
of the channel from the Des Plaines Riv- 
er to the new bridge. 


Efforts to improve the creek began in 


1967 when Prospect Heights residents 
contacted state officials about the prob- 
lem. The $170,000 for the first phase 
was approved by the legislature last 
year.

Arlington Heights officials met with a 


number of state legislators Saturday 
morning in a wide-ranging exploratory 
session which could lead to a multi-com- 
munity meeting on the question of in- 
corporation of the Prospect Heights 
area. 


The session also elicited from Arling- 


ton Heights Mayor John J. Walsh a 
warning that commuters living outside of 
communities intersected by railroads 
may in the future find themselves with 
no place to leave their autos unless a 
comprehensive mass transportation sys- 
tem is developed soon. 


Pending legislation which would re- 


mo vrf the voice of adjoining villages from 
proposals for incorporating new towns, 
and mass transportation were among 
items on the agenda for the meeting with 
legislators from the 1st, 3rd and 4th leg- 
islative districts, all of which include 
part of Arlington Heights. 


Seven of the 12 legislators — all Re- 


publicans — attended the 8 a.m. session 
at the Arlington Park Towers. They in- 
cluded senators Bradley Glass of North- 
field and John J. Nimrod of Skokle; and 
representatives Virginia Macdonald and 
Eugene F. Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights; Robert Juckett of Park Ridge; 
Donald Totten of Hoffman Estates; and 
Brian Duff of Wilmette. 


A leading topic of discussion was a 


pending bill which would grant groups of 
residents totaling 7,500 or more in an 
area of at least four square miles author- 
ity to Incorporate without consent of ad- 
joining communities. Present law gives 
communities within 1V4 miles a voice in

the incorporation. 


Walsh told the legislators that Arling- 


ton Heights has no objection to the in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights, but said 
the boundaries which have been pro- 
posed are not reasonable. 


He displayed a map which he said 


showed "arbitrary boundaries" which 
would dodge areas potentially requiring 
services from an incorporated town. 


Walsh said he had no real objection to 


the proposed legislation, but told the leg- 
islators the Prospect Heights case was 
an example of where problems in such 
things as water pressure and garbage 
collection could impose a burden on 
existing adjacent communities. 


Walsh said the Prospect Heights map 


presented an example "of people want- 
ing to Incorporate, but avoiding the rea- 
sons for Incorporating." 


Juckett told the Arlington Heights offi- 


cials that he hoped to see questions of 
boundaries resolved before adding sup- 
port to the incorporation legislation. He 


added that a major complication in the 
Prospect Heights case has been the re- 
luctance of Wheeling officials to discuss 
the question with proponents of in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights. 


Juckett agreed to take the initiative in 


arranging a meeting with officials of all 
the areas involved. 


Later, following a discussion of mass 


transportation 
needs, Walsh declared 


that towns located along the right-of-way 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
way "have a common need for trans- 
portation." 


"We have reached a point," he said, 


"where the cost of land for parking has 
become prohibitive. We can no longer 
provide parking for commuters from 
Buffalo Grove and Wheeling." 


Walsh warned that unless an adequate 


"feeder" transportation system is devel- 
oped to deliver passengers to train sta- 
tions, communities like Arlington Heights 
may soon have to "cut off space" for 
non-resident parking and rent that space 
to local residents. 


Walsh also said he felt the only form of 


funding for mass transportation which 
would be acceptable to local govern- 
ments would be an increase in the motor 
fuel tax. 


Totten said a one-half cent increase in 


the tax in the six-county metropolitan 
area would be sufficient for a mass tran- 
sit district. But he said he expected the 
bill which will be agreed upon by Gener- 
aly Assembly leaders will provide for 
some kind of mix between motor fuel, 
sales, and property tax, and perhaps 
funds from general revenues.

When that street around the corner 


floods to the point of being impassible, 
chances arc the man redirecting traffic 
is from the local Civil Defense unit. 
: CD men do much more than dig air 
raid shelters and practice first aid for 
holocaust victims, but suburban resi- 
dents may be much less aware of these 
persons than they arc of their fire and 
police personnel. 


•I Traffic control frequently falls Into the 
duties of CD in emergencies. Most often, 
these emergencies are of the minor typo 
flint require the services of only the local 
Unit. But occasionally, the local unit 
Heeds help from CD personnel in neigh- 
boring communities. 


A project Is ncarlng completion to 


make that assistance more accessible, 
and to better organize the response to 
$uch a call for help. 


A mutual-aid system, similar to the 


one In use by local fire departments, is 
nearly completed for the Northwest sub- 
urbs, said John Fascia, coordinator of 
the Illinois CD region for Cook County. 
The Northwest suburbs have "some of 
(he finest CD organizations" in the state, 
said Fascia, and under the mutual aid 
pact they will share their abilities and 
equipment with each other, the rest of 
the county and surrounding counties, as 
needed. 


WHILE MUTUAL assistance has been 


a CD procedure for years, said Fascia, it 
sometimes has been poorly organized, 
with many men showing up at an emer- 
gency location on some occasions and not 
enough at others. This can result In hav- 
ing so many persons working as volun- 
teers that they get in each other's way, 
and actually hinder efforts — or In short- 


ages of personnel and equipment to do 
the proper job, he said. 


The r.ow system, initiated about a year 


ago and now in effect in most Northwest 
suburbs, will depend on Fascia's office in 
Western Springs for radio dispatching of 
men and particular types of equipment 
to the specific locations where they are 
needed. 


The primary difference in the mutual 


aid programs for fire departments and 
CD is that CD mobilizes a variety of 
emergency response methods, while the 
fire departments' means of response are 
more limited. CD will use total municipal 
capabilities, sold Fascia. The CD re- 
sponse might include fire protection .ser- 
vices, but also could Include police and 
auxiliary police units, welfare or medical 
aid and public works assistance, he said. 


There arc three types of situations in 


which CD personnel are activated, said 
Fascia. In the first, local police and fire 
department personnel needing assistance 
will call on the local CD unit. In this 
situation, the local CD unit will notify 
Fascia they are out on duty, and he will 
arrange for Its hqme base to be covered 
by other communities, in anticipation of 
any further potential local needs. 


WHEN THE emergency Is more sev- 


ere, in the second type situation, the lo- 
cal unit would notify Fascia to mobilize 
additional units. He would be responsible 
for coordinating their efforts, assigning 
men and equipment, and authorizing 
them to proceed to the scene. Outside 
units will not be dispatched without his 
office's authorization. An example of this 
kind of situation would be last year's fire 
which required evacuation of an apart- 
ment complex in Elk Grove Township, 
Fascia said. 


The third, and most serious emergen- 


cy, would be of the nature of the tornado 
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that struck in Oak Lawn in 1967, causing 
death, severe Injury and massive dam- 
age. In this case, Fascia would not only 
dispatch other area units to the scene, 
but would also move his headquarters 
there for the duration of the emergency. 
If the situation was severe enough, he 
would authorize bringing in state and 
f e d e r a l equipment, personnel and 
agencies. 


Fascia hopes the new system will im- 


prove efficiency in response, more ca- 
pably filling the needs of the particular 
community and problem, whether it be 
minor or of the disaster scale. 


Local communities have reacted favor- 


ably, said Fascia. Communities now offi- 


cially part of the mutual aid agreement, 
all of which are certified and recognized 
as part of the state CD system, include 
Dos Plaines, Schaumburg, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Wheeling, Arlington Heights, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Mount Prospect, he 
said. Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove Village 
and Palatine also are expected to join, 
he said. 


Outside the local area, the agreement 


is being made available to all certified 
CD groups in Cook County. Fascia also is 
working with another region, to make the 
standard formal agreement cross region 
l i n e s and include units in Lake, 
MeHenry, Will, DuPage, Kane, Kendall, 
Kankakee and Grundy counties, he safd.

The task — a painstaking examination 


of more than 3,200 ballots cast in 10 pre- 
cincts for mayor in the city's April 17 
ballot. Election loser David Wolf filed for 
the discovery hi probe, hoping to find 
enough miscounted ballots to close the 
166-vote victory sprtad of Mayor Herbert 
Behrel. 
-\ 


The finding — Wolf losing 10 votes; the 


mayor losing 25. 


After 3% hours of recounting, rechcck- 


Ing and debating Wolf .unofficially gained 
15 votes on the mayor.* 
- "We proved our point," Wolf told the 
Herald after the recount. "We discovered 
exactly what we thought we would — ob- 
vious errors, lack of information to the 
judges, improper casting of ballots." 


ALTHOUGH Brehrel will be swom-in 


tonight for a fifth consecutive term, Wolf 
left the door open to a possible election 
challenge. "I'll be thinking about it this 
weekend. We found a 16-vote error in one 
precinct. Five judges attested to the 


wrong total. It could have occurred in 
other precincts." 


Thursday's ballot examination was not 


an official ballot recount, according to 
state statute. The check, which cost Wolf 
$100, allowed a search for errors that 
could be used to seek a court ordered 
recount. 


"I haven't even checked the cost of a 


recount," Wolf said. "I think the judge 
establishes the time and place and cost. I 
have in excess of 30 names of experi- 
enced election judges who would be will- 
ing to help." 


Thursday's probe examined ballots 


from 10 precincts, about 25 per cent of 
the total April 17 vote. 


The city council's discovery committee 


— which will only report that the check 
was completed and will not include vote 
results in Its report — discovered where 
judges objected to correctly marked bal- 
lots, counted ballots incorrectly marked 
with checks and added the total number 
of ballots wrong. 


T H E INVESTIGATION, completed 


about 11:30 p.m. showed that both candi- 


dates lost about the same number of 
votes in eight incorrectly counted pre- 
cincts. 


Key difference was Ward 7, Precinct 1 


where Behrel was credited with 182 
votes. The precinct result, at Church of 
the Master, 259 Central Rd., originally 
showed Wolf with 110 votes, Burton Kos- 
men with 1 and Behrel with 182 — a total 
of 293 votes. But, the judges report listed 
only 280 votes cast. 


A count of the ballots by the discovery 


committee — Aid. Kenneth Kehe (2nd), 


Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th), and Aid. 
Ewald Swanson (6th) — reduced Ben- 
rel's total to 168, then cut the vote to 166 
because two ballots were not signed by 
the precinct judges. 


"Voter education is my thing now," 


said Wolf, who returned last Wednesday 
to fire department duty after a three- 
month leave of absence to campaign. 
"We need to make people aware of their 
responsibility hi government. Their votes 
count. This election was so close. It's 
their duty to cast their ballot properly."

Negotiators for both sides announced 


an agreement has been signed to end the 
69-day-old occupation of Wounded Knee, 
S.D. by supporters of the militant Ameri- 
can Indian Movement. The basic details 
of the agreement arc that dispossession of 
arms by occupiers will take place begin- 
ning at 7 a.m. Wednesday. 


Pressure for appointment of an inde- 


pendent prosecutor in the Watergate 
cose continues to mount, after a report 
that ousted White House counsel John W. 
Dean III Is prepared to link President 
Nixon with cover-up attempts. Sen. Rob- 
ert Dole of Kansas, former Republican 
national chairman, said ho hod no doubt 
the vote In favor of such a move would 
bo "overwhelming." 


President Nixon secluded himself with 


three close friends on Grand Cay, Ba- 
hamas, apparently considering the next 
moves he will take to salvage his second 
term from the Watergate scandal.

Option on school attendance 


Parents of students in River Trails 


Dist. 26 will have the option next fall of 
requesting a transfer of their children to 
any other elementary school in the dis- 
trict. 


An open transfer policy was adopted 


by the Dist 26 school board Tuesday 
night. The policy was prompted by calls 
from parents who wanted to transfer 
their children to Bond School, the only 
school in the district designed under the 
"open school" concept. 


Under such a concept, instruction is 


completely individualized and multi-age 
grouping is used instead of individual 
grade levels. At Bond, classes are di- 
vided into primary (kindergarten, first 
and second grade), lower intermediate 
(third and fourth grade) and upper inter- 
mediate (fourth and fifth grade). 


Under the new policy, a parent's 


request for transfer must be submitted to 
the principal of the local school at least 
one week before school opens. All trans- 
fers must be for a full school year; board 
members stressed a transfer "is not on a 
trial basis." 


APPROVAL OF the request will de- 


pend on enrollment at the receiving 


school as determined by its principal. Fi- 
nal approval will be given by the super- 
intendent. 


Parents must provide transportation 


for the transferred students. According 
to Asst. Supt. James Retzlaff, they would 
not be able to send the student by school 
bus because all bus routes are based on 
local school attendance areas. 


Any transfers because of school bound- 


ary changes, or placements made by the 
board or superintendent, override the 
new policy, according to Retzlaff. Stu- 
dents in special education classes are not 
affected by the policy. 


Retzlaff said he has no estimates on 


how many parents might request trans- 
fers. 


"Considering the enrollment projec- 


tions for Bond School it's doubtful we 
could take in more than 10 more stu- 
dents," he said. According to the projec- 
tions, Bond will have 10 less students 
next fall than the 303 currently enrolled. 


The board voted on an open transfer 


policy for Bond School and one for the 
entire district separately. 


"SOME OF US bad different feelings 


about each one. I think most of us ap- 
proved the Bond policy but some had 
questions on the other," said board mem- 
ber Sylvia Lurle. 


The Bond policy was approved unani- 


mously but the vote on district-wide pol- 
icy was 5-1. Board Pros. Lloyd Demel 
cast the opposing vote. Board member 
Jim Bowes was absent. 


"I voted no for two reasons," Demel 


said yesterday. "First, we have already 
shown that the board is willing to trans- 
fer a student in unusual situations, and 
we don't need a policy for this. Second, if 
we have some major problem in a par- 
ticular school I want to attack the cause 
of the problem and not the symptom." 


Demel said he was afraid that a large 


group of parents at one school might 
request a transfer because of a problem 
at that school. "If we have less spaces 
open in the district than the number of 
requests, how do we decide?" he said. •' 


Demel said he is in favor of the policy 


for Bond because "Bond is an unusual 
teaching environment and people who 
feel strongly about it should have a 
choice."

Three charged with armed 
robbery; fourth sought 


A Mflunt Prospect man and an Arling- 


ton Heights youth were arrested early 
Friday in connection with an armed hold- 
up of a DCS Plalncs food store which net- 
ted $60 cash, police said. 


Michael Thompson, 17, of 15 N. Audrey 


Ln., Mount Prospect and his 16-year-old 
companion were charged with armed 
robbery after DCS Plalncs and Arlington 
Heights police arrested the pah* in Ar- 
lington Heights a few hours after the 
holdup. 


Police said the two entered the White- 


Hen food store, 20 W. Golf Rd., Des ' 
Plalncs before 11 p.m. Thursday and an- 
nounced the holdup at knifepoint to store 
clerk Joseph Stinger of Des Plalnes. 


Stinger told police he gave the bandits 


$60 In cash register money and the two 
fled on foot. 


According to police, however, Stinger 


recognized one of the holdup men and 
later Identified him through photographs 
shown him by police. 


Police then contacted the youth's par- 


ents and traced the pair to an address in 
Arlington Heights. 


Des Plalnes police charged Thompson 


and the juvenile with the White Hen hold- 
up. Arlington Heights police also charged 
the two in connection with an armed 
robbery. They refused to release any de- 
tails of that robbery to the Herald. 


A third man, John Marcotte, 17, of 1707 


Catalpa, who was with the pair when 
they were arrested, was also charged 
with the Arlington Heights armed rob- 
bery and with possession of marijuana. 


Arlington Heights police also report- 


edly learned the Identity of a fourtfih 
man being sought for armed robbery. 


Bond for Marcotte was set at $3,500. 


He has been scheduled to appear in Ar- 
lington Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court June 29. 


Thompson was released on $5,000 bond 


and Is scheduled to appear in the Des 
Plnlncs circuit court branch June 14. 


Thompson's alleged accomplice was 


turned over to Des Plaines juvenile au- 
thorities. 


Two reports, one supporting and one 


opposing further study on the formation 
of a unit school district, will be sub- 
mitted to the Elk Grove Township Dist, 
59 School Board tonight. 


The board meets at 8 o'clock in Grant 


Wood School. 225 E. Elk Grove Blvd., 
Elk Grove Village. 


The opposition report will be submitted 


by George Coney, chairman of the Citi- 
zen's Reorganization Study Committee. 
The committee, after several months' 
work, voted last month against further 
study on unit district formation. The vote 
was 15 to 10 against further study, with 
two abstentions. 


The report favoring further study will 


be submitted by Edward Hauser, chair- 
man of the finance subcommittee of the 
reorganization committee. Joining in the 
report are other committee members 
who still favor a unit school district. 


IN A UNIT school district, all grades, 


kindergarten through high school, are 
under one school board and one adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 governs only kindergar- 
ten through eighth grade. High School 
Dist. 214 Is responsible for the high 
school classes. 


The majority of the committee, in vot- 


ing against further study on unit district, 
said no distinct educational advantages 
were apparent In a unit district. The ma- 
jority agreed the present state formula 
for school aid has financial advantages 
for a unit district, but felt a switch 
should not be made solely for monetary 
reasons. 


The "minority" report contends that 


the financial advantages are substantial 
and have to be considered as an advan- 
tage to the district's educational pro- 
gram. 


The controversy over the recent pay 


hike granted to James Erviti, district su- 
perintendent, is also expected to be 


brought up again at the meeting. 


Three members of the seven-member 


board voted against the raise, which was 
approved April 13. At least two of the

Pick almost any unusual topic, from 


beginning yoga to horsemanship to 
sports news writing, and the special sum- 
mer program at Elk Grove Township 
School Dist.

School in Elk Grove Village has a course 
in horsemanship. Students will go horse- 
back riding one day each week. The oth- 
er four days will be spent studying dif- 
ferent types of riding equipment and 
learning how to care for horses. 


Holmes Junior High School in Mount 


Prospect is offering regular and "mini" 
courses. Included in the special "mini" 
offerings are poetry in rock music, 
sports news writing and broadcasting, 
electronic kit building and a course on 
becoming a referee for different sports. 


Brantwood School in DCS Plaines has a 


"charm farm" for girls only. The class 
will cover beauty care, clothing and par- 
ty planning. The class will end with a 
special party for the girls and their 
mothers. 


Rupley School In Elk Grove Village has 


a class on beginning yoga. 


Among the special classes offered at 


most schools are: dramatics, reading en- 
richment and different sports and physi- 
cal education programs. 


A booklet describing the exact courses 


offered at each school has been dis- 
tributed to the students. 


THE SIX-WEEK summer session be- 


gins June 25 and ends Aug. 3. There will 
be no school on July 4. A $5 registration 
fee will be charged and registration can 
be done at the particular schools between 
May 7 and June 1. After June 1, a late 
registration fee of $7.50 will be charged. 


Elementary school classes will be be- 


tween 8:30 and 11:45 a.m. Junior high 
school classes will be between 8 and 
11:15 a.m. 


Free bus service will be available for 


students at their regular schools. Chil- 
dren may enroll for'classes at a school 
other than the one they normally attend, 
but parents will be required to furnish 
transportation.

DCS Plalncs annexed the property on

Mount 
Prospect contends that Des Plaines'.an- 


nexation was not proper. Des Plalnes 
contends It annexed the property first.

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Senior housing 
plans depend on 
zone law changes

Unless Elk Grove Village can quickly 


modify three zoning ordinances, any 
chance for a subsidized senior citizen 
housing project In the near future may 
be lost. 


Eugene Cnllnhan, vice president of M. 


Meyers Associates Inc., reported to the 
village plan commission Thursday that 
his company Is now eligible for federal 
funds to build the development If an ap- 
plication Is submitted by Juno 8. Calla- 
han said projects in Illinois may get 
funding despite the freeze on federal 
spending. 


Callahan said before the application 


can be submitted the village must ap- 
prove the proposed development, which 
now falls to meet requirements of three 
zoning ordinances. 


The commission told Callahan to pre- 


pare "text amendments" to the neces- 
sary ordinances. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Edward Hofcrt, said, 


"I think It Is possible to make the 
changes In time." He said, however, that 
action would have to begin quickly in or- 
der to meet the application deadline. 


Normally, a change In zoning ordi- 


nance would not be made In time to meet 
the deadline. 


Members of the plan commission In- 


dicated the proposed development was 
acceptable as presented Thursday. The 
commission, however, could not take of- 
ficial action because the development did 
not meet village zoning standards. 


Changes would be needed In the zoning 


ordinances for setback of buildings from 
a street, number of parking spaces per 
apartment unit and the percentage of 
"open space" in the total development. 
Plan commission members indicated 


Siragusa: 
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punctuated 
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that they support the necessary changes 
to permit the development to be built. 


Some objections to the development 


were reported to the commission by vari- 
ous village departments. The commission 
did not consider any of the objections to 
be too serious. 


HQFERT SAID he will meet with the 


developer's attorney and William Shan- 
non, plan commission chairman, to de- 
termine what amendments to the zoning 
ordinances arc needed. 


He said the plan commission would 


then be required by law to have a public 
hearing on the changes. Legal notice 
would have to be published 15 to 30 days 
prior to the hearing. 


After the hearing, if the plan commis- 


sion approved the zoning changes, a rec- 
ommendation to make the necessary 
amendments would be sent to the village 
board. 


The village board would then vote on 


the proposed changes. If the board 
agreed on the amendments to the ordi- 
nances, the developer could begin work. 


MARVIN MEYERS, president of M. 


Meyers Associates, Inc., told the plan 
commission several weeks ago that fed- 
eral funds were then not available for 
construction of a subsidized devel- 
opment.

Seeks assessment plea disclosures 
Regner: pass tax appeal publicity bill

State Sen. David Regner says- he will 


call for passage this week of a bill re- 
quiring publicity on all property tax as- 
sessment appeals hi Cook County. 


Regner, R-Mount Prospect, introduced 


the bill last month in reaction to dis- 
closures of the Better Government Asso- 
ciation that selected properties in Cook 
County were granted big tax breaks. The 
tax breaks were linked to Chicago Aid. 
Thomas Kcane and some associates. 


Regner said he anticipates no problem 


in getting the bill passed and sent to the 
House, and he Is getting support "from 
both sides of the aisle." The bill was 
unanimously approved last week by the 
Senate revenue committee. 


THE ORIGINAL bill was drawn up by 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
and submitted to Regner for introduction 
in the Illinois General Assembly. 


School districts and municipalities de- 


pend on property taxes for revenue, and 
when property is underassessed, 
it 


means less money for the schools and 
towns. According to Regner's bill, prop- 
erty owners petitioning for lower assess- 
ments would be required to list the 
school districts and municipalities in 
which the property In question is located. 


In addition, the bill states that no hear- 


big on the petition to lower taxes can be 
conducted until the schools and munici- 


palities are notified and given an oppor- 
tunity to testify. 


REGNER SAID it was particularly Im- 


portant that school districts be notified of 
possible changes hi property assess- 
ments because 75 per cent of the real 
estate tax is used to support the schools. 
He said the bill applies only to Cook 


County, but he is willing for it to be 
amended to include the entire state if 
other legislators want it. 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees asked Regner to submit its pro- 
posed bill In an attempt to fight unwar- 
ranted tax breaks to selected property 
owners on a state level. The village also 


has sent telegrams to area senators and 
representatives seeking their support for 
the bill. 


The BGA study showed tax assess- 


ments for 93 acres in the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Centex Industrial Park and 171 
acres In Centex-Schaumburg Industrial 
Park were lowered without justification.

The opposition report will be submitted 


by George Coney, chairman of the Citi- 
zen's Reorganization Study Committee. 
The committee, after several months' 
work, voted last month against further 
study on unit district formation. The vote 
was 15 to 10 against further study, with 
two abstentions. 


The report favoring further study will 


be submitted by Edward Hauser, chair- 
man of the finance subcommittee of the 
reorganization committee. Joining in the 
report are other committee members 
who still favor a unit school district. 


IN A UNIT school district, all grades, 


kindergarten through high school, are 
under one school board and one adminis- 
tration. Dlst. 59 governs only kindergar- 
ten through eighth grade. High School 
Dist. 214 Is responsible for the high 
school classes. 


The majority of the committee, in vot- 


ing against further study on unit district, 
said no distinct educational advantages 
were apparent in a unit district. The ma- 
jority agreed the present state formula 
for school aid has financial advantages 
for a unit district, but felt a switch 
should not be made solely for monetary 
reasons. 


The "minority" report contends that 


the financial advantages are substantial 
and have to be considered as an advan- 
tage to the district's educational pro- 
gram. 


The controversy over the recent pay 


hike granted to James Erviti, district su- 
perintendent, Is also expected to be 


brought up again at the meeting. 


Three members of the seven-member 


board Voted against the raise, which was 
approved April 13. At least two of the 
three, Judy Zanca and Erwin Poklack, 
have said they will attempt to bring up 
the pay hike Issue again in an effort to 
decrease the size of the raise.

The $4.5 million, 17-acre development 


would be located between Arlington 
Heights Road and Wellington Avenue, be- 
hind the Grove Mall Shopping Center. 


The development would consist of 


about 300 one-bedroom and efficiency 
apartments in a cluster of two-story 
buildings. In the proposed development, 
every apartment would face a park area. 


A 1.6-acre retention basin In the devel- 


opment would be deep enough for fishing 
and would be bordered by o park site. 


RENTS IN THE development would be 


subsidized. 
One-bedroom 
apartments 


would rent for $195 a month and efficien- 
cy units would rent for about $165 a 
month. However, senior citizens would 
be required to pay only one-fourth their 
monthly income for rent. The balance 
would be paid by the government. 


For example, if an elderly couple's to- 


tal income for a month was $400, they 
would only have to pay $100 for rent, no 
matter what apartment they lived in. 


Under the program, senior citizens 


would have to earn about $660 monthly 
before they would pay full rent for an 
efficiency apartment and about $780 be- 
fore paying full rent on a one-bedroom 
apartment.

Adlai: Nike base 'fine site for park'

The Arlington .Heights Nike Base 


"looks like a fine site for a park," Illi- 
nois Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-lll., 
declared Friday. 


Stevenson came to Arlington Heights to 


look over the Nike Base and then told an 
audience of about 200, most of them chil- 
dren, that he will continue his efforts to 
acquire the military land for a park site. 


Calling the Chicago metropolitan area 


"an area starved for open space," he 
said the Nike Base offered "tremendous 
possibilities" for the citizens of Arlington 
Heights. 


"I think we can do a better job of dis- 


tributing our military," Stevenson said. 
He referred to Ft. Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Naval Base as "grossly un- 
derused" and said that personnel now at 
the Nike Base should be transferred to 
other installations. 


Stevenson surveyed 52 acres of Navy- 


owned land at the northwest corner of 
the base at Wilke and Central roads, but 
said he could not determine from local 
military officers the number of per- 
manent military personnel stationed at 
the base. 


STEVENSON WAS Instrumental In get- 


ting the Navy to abandon plans to build 
housing on the 52-acre site — plans that 
had drawn sharp protests from residents, 
village, state and park officials. 


In thanking the Democratic Senator for 


his work, Charles Cronln, president of 
the Arlington Heights Park Board, re- 
ferred to Stevenson as a man "who got 
on his white horse and came charging 
through" after others had given up. 


Park officials hope now that the 52 


acres will be declared excess to mili- 
tary needs. After this, other government 
agencies would be given an opportunity 
to acquire the land. If none of them lay 
claim, the property then would be turned 
over to local officials. 


Stevenson said he hoped this process 


could be completed in four to five 
months. 


"I will do everything I can to expedite 


these procedures and see that the land is 
made available to the town," he pledged. 
He also said he will seek to have the 47 
acres at the base still owned by the 
Army declared surplus and turned over 
for park development. 


HE URGED residents to write the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and Army as well as 
local Congressmen to tell them of their 
support for the park acquisition efforts. 


"We have come a long way toward 


converting this military installation into 
a space for peaceful recreation. But 
much work remains."/ He said he 
planned to confer today in Washington 
with Navy officials on the Nike Base 
question. 


Stevenson cited federal recommenda- 


tions that there should be 25 acres of 
open space per thousand population. In 
Arlington Heights, he said, there is now 
only 5.25 acres per thousand people. 


At Ft. Sheridan, an Army post north of 


Highland Park, he said there are 2,800 
persons living on 727 acres, or a density 
of four people per acre. 


Stevenson promised to continue work- 


ing for acquisition of the Nike land and 
said members of his staff will stay in 
contact with local homeowners groups. 


"With our combined efforts, I am hope- 


ful that I will be able to return in the not 
too distant future to witness dedication of 
a new recreation area for the people of 
Arlington Heights," he said. 


Adlai's younger constituents speak up

"Parks are for kids," someone once 


said.

Parks!" read one hand-lettered sign. 
"From Nike to Nature" read another. 


The 
young audience even over- 


shadowed local political figures including 
Democratic State Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man, Wheeling Township Democratic 
Committeeman Jim McCabe and Arling- 
ton Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh. 


"I suspect all this enthusiasm has 


something to do with the fact that school 
is closed," Stevenson said, letting a 
slight smile creep across his- face. 


Most of the kids who turned out for 


Sen. Stevenson probably did not know, or 
care, about all the red tape and govern- 
ment decisions involved in efforts to get 
the Nike land out of military hands. They 


only knew there is some kind of plan for 
a park.

Planners reject Centex retention basin proposal 
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Elk Grove Village Plan Commission 


rejected the latest proposal from Centex 
Corp. for a retention basin and park site 
in the proposed Vale Tract housing de- 
velopment west of III.

Discussion was occasionally heated be- 


tween the plan commissioners and repre- 
sentatives of Centex at a commission 
meeting Thursday night. 


The commission requested additional 


changes In the pork area when Centex 
submitted the proposal at the regular 
plan commission meeting. Robert Cal- 
kins 
kins real estate manager for Centex, said 
he would return In about two weeks with 
another proposal. 


THE PLAN PRESENTED Thursday 


was Identical to one submitted to ,the 
commission about two weeks ago. Cal- 
kins said Thursday that the developers 


had attempted to modify the plan to 
agree with requests the commission had 
made, but there was no economically 
feasible way to do so. 


He said any of the requests made 


would require Centex giving up certain 
lots that were intended for homes. 


The commission accepted 
Calkins' 


statement that Its earlier requests could 
not be met, but suggested other changes. 
The changes, proposed by Tom Ham-' 
ilton, plan commissioner, included: 


• Improved access to the park, with 


additional walking and bicycle trails. 


• More sodding and seeding in the re- 


tention basin and rut-rounding area. 


• Installation of some type of fence 


along the rear lot line of homes border- 
ing the retention basin. 


The retention basin is required by the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District. Original- 
ly, Centex had proposed a large ditch for 


a basin. The commission rejected the 
proposal and suggested a lake or pond 
for a retention basin. 


Centex later returned with the present 


lake proposal. The Elk Grove Park Dis- 
trict agreed to assume responsibility for 


the site if certain modifications were 
made, Including improved grading and 
site preparation. 


The plan commission also requested 


other changes. These were the changes 
Centex said could not be done.

to bo returned very soon, according to 
township supervisor Howard I. Olson. 


Several economy measures have re- 


duced the Initial cost of the day care cen- 
ter, Including constructing certain play 
equipment In local high school shop 
classes and starting salaries for day care 
employes shortly before the center 
opens, rather than during the entire sum- 
mer. 


The Presbyterian Church of Palatine, 


at 800 E. Palatine Rd., will be the cen- 
ter's home rent-free for the first six 
months of operation, according to town- 
ship social worker Glnny Johnson, who 
Initiated the plans for a township day 
care facility last fall. 


ONCE THE PROGRAM Is under way, 


administrators of the center will file for 
state aid, which could total 73 per cent of 
the center's operating expenses. 


A professional administrator for the 


center will be announced sometime this 
week, Mrs. Johnson said. Initial enroll- 
ment will be restricted to 20 pre- 
schoolers, rather than tho 33-chlId enroll- 
ment considered In previous plans. 


"We will go up as soon as we get es- 


tablished," Mrs. Johnson said. Enroll- 
ment in the child core program will be 
divided between full-paying families and 
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families hi the township who can afford 
port or none of the center's fees. The full 
fee will be $23 a week for one child. 


The center's operation will be "strictly 


full-time," Mrs. Johnson said, on a five- 
day-n-week schedule. "We have a long 
list already," she added, but official reg- 
istration for children will be held some- 
time around June 1. No fees for the pro- 
gram will be collected until the center Is 
licensed, and that won't come until just 
before the center opens, Mrs. Johnson 
said. Registration will be for the "pro- 
posed child care center," she said. 


DURING THE SUMMER, committee 


member Ruth Brown will donate her 
time to organize the staffing of the cen- 
ter and other details prior to opening, 
Olscn said. 


Palatine Township officials have prom- 


ised to partially fund the center, to pay 


all or part of the fees for needy children. 
The rest of the initial funding, before en- 
rollment fees are collected, will come 
from a local lending institution, Olsen 
said. Specific details of the loan will be 
announced later this week, after child 
care committee members have refigured 
their costs and submitted them, Olsen 
said. 


The day care steering committee was 


set up by Olsen in October ofllowing a 
report from Mrs. Johnson showing the 
potential need for such a center in the 
township.

Visits Arlington Heights military reservation 
Adlai: Nike base 'fine site for park'

The Arlington Heights Nike Base 


"looks like a fine site for a park," Illi- 
nois Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-I11., 
declared Friday. 


Stevenson came to Arlington Heights to 


look over the Nike Base and then told an 
audience of about 200, most of them chil- 
dren, that he will continue his efforts to 
acquire the military land for a park site. 


Calling the Chicago metropolitan area 


"an area starved for open space," he 
said the Nike Base offered "tremendous 
possibilities" for the citizens of Arlington 
Heights. 


"I think we can do a better job of dis- 


tributing our military," Stevenson said. 
He referred to Ft. Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Naval Base as "grossly un- 
derused" and said that personnel now at 
the Nike Base should be transferred to 
other installations. 


Stevenson surveyed 52 acres of Navy- 


owned land at the northwest corner of 
the base at Wilke and Central roads, but 
said he could not determine from local 
military officers the number of per- 
manent military personnel stationed at 
the base. 


STEVENSON WAS Instrumental in get- 


ting the Navy to abandon plans to build 
housing on the 52-acre si'te — plans that 
had drawn sharp protests from residents, 
village, state and park officials. 


In thanking the Democratic Senator for 


his work, Charles Cronln, president of 
the Arlington Heights Park Board, re- 
ferred to Stevenson as a man "who got 
on his white horse and came charging 
through" after others had given up. 


Park officials hope now that the 52 


acres will be declared excess to mili- 
tary needs. After this, other government 
agencies would be given an opportunity 
to acquire the land. If none of them lay 
claim, the property then would be turned 
over to local officials. 


Stevenson said he hoped this process 


could be completed in four to five 
months. 


"I will do everything I can to expedite 


these procedures and see that the land is 
made available to the town," he pledged. 
He also said he will seek to have the 47 
acres at the base still owned by the 
Army declared surplus and turned over 
for park development. 


HE URGED residents to write the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and Army as well as 
local Congressmen to tell them of their 
support for the park acquisition efforts. 


"We have come a long way toward 


converting this military installation into 
a space for peaceful recreation. But 
much work remains." He said he 
planned to confer today in Washington 
with Navy officials on the Nike Base 
question. 


Stevenson cited federal recommenda- 


tions that there should be 25 acres of 
open space per thousand population. In 
Arlington Heights, he said, there Is now 
only 5.25 acres per thousand people. 


At Ft. Sheridan, an Army post north of 


Highland Park, he said there are 2,800 
persons living on 727 acres, or a density 
of four people per acre. 


Stevenson promised to continue work- 


ing for acquisition of the Nike land and 
said members of his staff will stay in 
contact with local homeowners groups. 


"With our combined efforts, I am hope- 


ful that I will be able to return in the not 
too distant future to witness dedication of 
a new recreation area for the people of 
Arlington Heights," he said. 


Adlafs younger constituents speak up

"Parks are for kids," someone once 


said. 


There were a lot of kids at Pioneer 


Park on Friday to greet Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, and the park on their minds was 
the one local officials hope will come into 
being at the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base. 


"Could you just save a couple of acres 


for riding mini-bikes?" one youngster 
asked the senator. 


"I have a son at home, Adlai IV ... 


we call him Adlai the Last... and he is 
probably about your age and would be

Stevenson began, adding that if the Nike 
land is acquired, development of the 
park will be a matter for local officials 
to plan. 


"THAT DECISION will not, and should 


not be made in Washington," he said. 


C h i l d r e n from several Arlington 


Heights schools, including Juliette Low 
and Our Lady of the Wayside, were let 


out of class Friday morning and together 
with their tachers, they packed the Pio- 
neer Park Fieldhouse. 


Some of the youngsters had made pla- 


cards welcoming Stevenson to the village 
and proclaiming support for the park site 
plans. 


"Mr. Stevenson Goes With Kids, More 


Parks!" read one hand-lettered sign. 
"From Nike to Nature" read another. 


The young audience even over- 


shadowed local political figures including 
Democratic State Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man, Wheeling Township Democratic 
Committeeman Jim McCabe and Arling- 
ton Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh. 


"I suspect all this enthusiasm has 


something to do with the fact that school 
is closed," Stevenson said, letting a 
slight smile creep across his face. 


Most of the kids who turned out for 


Sen. Stevenson probably did not know, or 
care, about <ail the red tape and govern- 
ment decisions involved in efforts to get 
the Nike land out of military hands. They 


only knew there is some kind of plan for 
a park. 


"WILL THERE BE riding stables?" 


"Will there be tennis courts?" "Do you 
play golf?" 


"My name Is Stevenson, not Eisen- 


hower," the Senator answered, adding 
that he would be in favor of tennis courts 
because "that's my sport." 


At least one young boy in the crowd 


had something besides parks on his mind 
Friday. 


"Do you know anyone involved in the 


Watergate scandal?" he asked with 
grand jury-like directness. 


Stevenson said he was disturbed by re- 


ports of the scandal and the effect it is 
having on people's trust in government. 
But he said he wasn't in Arlington 
Heights to discuss Watergate. 


He was here to help the community get 


its hands on the last big chunk of open 
land left in Arlington Heights. Land 
where kids and adults, might someday 
be able to play and relax.

State may weigh hospital bid in July

An application for a proposed Hoffman 


Estates hospital may be on the July 
agenda of the Illinois Hospital Licensing 
Board. The hospital could be ready for 
occupancy within two years. 


American Medicorp Inc., (AMI) will 


submit its application for a state license 
If a favorable reaction to its plans is 
forthcoming tonight from the Hoffman 
Estates Village Board. 


The board will be asked tonight to vote 


only a general Indication of "sincere in- 
terest" in the proposal. The company 
then will proceed with soil tests, designs 
and preparation of the state license ap- 
plication, said Gerald Humphreys, com- 
pany director of development. 


AMI Is planning an acute care private- 


ly financed hospital with 200 to 300 beds 
on a 15-to 18-ncre site on Barrlngton 
Road, said Humphreys. 


TWO LOCATIONS are under consid- 


eration, he said. The choices are at Har- 
rington Road's intersections with the 


Northwest Tollway and with Bode Road, 
properties owned by Robin Development 
Corp. and Kenroy Builders, respectively. 
At this point, said Humphreys, the firm 
does not have a preference between the 
two possible locations. No final selection 
will be made until results are obtained 
from soil studies, he said. 


Negotiations are in progress with the 


owners of both sites, and with a group of 
local doctors that would staff the hospi- 
tal, he said. 


Humphreys indicated AMI could devel- 


op final plans for the hospital in from six 
to nine months after receiving village ap- 
proval. Construction would take about 18 
months, he estimated. 


AMI is a profit-making corporation 


which owns or leases 35 hospitals on both 
coasts, and operates two others. An addi- 
tional four hospitals are scheduled for 
completion by September, and another 10 
are 'due for completion in March, 1974, 
according to a report in Standard & 


Poor's corporation descriptions of De- 
cember, 1972. 


As of April, Standard & Poor's listed 


the firm with a total of 7,700 employes 
and 2,250 licensed physicians and sur- 
geons on the staffs of its hospitals.

Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-II1., 
declared Friday. 


Stevenson came to Arlington Heights to 


look over the Nike Base and then told an 
audience of about 200, most of them chil- 
dren, that he will continue his efforts to 
acquire the military land for a park site. 


Calling the Chicago metropolitan area 


"an area starved for open space," he 
said the Nike Base offered "tremendous 
possibilities" for the citizens of Arlington 
Heights. 


"I think we con do a better job of dis- 


tributing our military," Stevenson said. 
He referred to Ft. Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Naval Base as "grossly un- 
derused" and sold that personnel now at 
the Nike Base should be transferred to 
other installations. 


Stevenson surveyed 52 acres of Navy- 


owned land at the northwest corner of 
the base at Wllkc and Central roads, but 
said he could not determine from local 
military officers the number of per- 
manent military personnel stationed at 
the base. 


STEVENSON WAS Instrumental in get- 


ting the Navy to abandon plans to build 
housing on the 52-ncrc site — plans that 
had drawn sharp protests from residents, 
village, state and park officials. 


In thanking the Democratic Senator for 


his work, Charles Cronln, president of 
the Arlington Heights Park Board, re- 
ferred to Stevenson as a man "who got 
on his white horse and came charging 
through" after others had given up. 


Park officials hope now that the 52 


acres will be declared excess to mili- 
tary needs. After this, other government 
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agencies would be given an opportunity 
to acquire the land. If none of them lay 
claim, the property then would be turned 
over to local officials. 


Stevenson said he hoped this process 


could be completed in four to five 
months. 


"I will do everything I can to expedite 


these procedures and see that the land Is 
made available to the town," he pledged. 
He also said he will seek to have the 47 
acres at the base still owned by the 
Army declared surplus and turned over 
for park development. 


HE URGED residents to write the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and Army as well as 
local Congressmen to tell them of their 
support for the park acquisition efforts. 


"We have come a long way toward 


converting this military installation into 
a space for peaceful recreation. But 
much work remains." He said he 
planned to confer today in Washington 
with Navy officials on the Nike Base 
question. 


Stevenson cited federal recommenda- 


tions that there should be 25 acres of 
open space per thousand population. In 
Arlington Heights, he said, there, is now 
only 5.25 acres per thousand people. 


At Ft. Sheridan, an Army post north of 


Highland Park, he sold there are 2,800 
persons living on 727 acres, or a density 
of four people per acre. 


Stevenson promised to continue work- 


ing for acquisition of the Nike land and 
said members of his staff will stay in 
contact with local homeowners groups. 


"With our combined efforts, I am hope- 


ful that I will be able to return In the not 
too distant future to witness dedication of 
a new recreation area for the people of 
Arlington Heights," he said.

Officials aiming for Sept. 1 opening 
Day care center incorporation soon

Palatine Township's proposed day care 


center will become incorporated, prob- 
ably this week, as the Community Child 
Care Center of Palatine Township, In- 
corporated. 


Members of the day care steering com- 


mittee ore aiming for a Sept. 1 opening 
date. Details for the center were outlined 
at a meeting late last week. 


Attorney Jerome Pinderskl, a member 


of the township committee, filed the pa- 
pers for incorporation with the state two 
weeks ago, and the document is expected 
to be returned very soon, according to 
township supervisor Howard I. Olsen. 


Several economy measures have re- 


duced the initial cost of the day care cen- 
ter, including constructing certain play 
equipment in local high school shop 
classes and starting salaries for day care 
employes shortly before the center 
opens, rather than during the entire sum- 
mer. 


The Presbyterian Church of Palatine, 


at 800 E. Palatine Rd., will be the cen- 
ter's home rent-free for the first six 
months of operation, according to town- 
ship social worker Glnny Johnson, who 
initiated the plans for a township day 
care facility last fall. 


ONCE THE PROGRAM is under way, 


administrators of the center will file for 
state aid, which could total 75 per cent of 
the center's operating expenses. 


A professional administrator for the 


center will be announced sometime this 
week, Mrs. Johnson said. Initial enroll- 
ment will be' restricted to 20 pre- 
schoolers, rather than the 35-child enroll- 
ment considered in previous plans. 


"We will go up as soon as we get es- 


tablished," Mrs. Johnson said. Enroll- 
ment in the child care program will be 
divided between full-paying families and 
families in the township who can afford 
part or none of the center's fees. The full 
fee will be $25 a week for one child. 


The center's operation will be "strictly 


full-time," Mrs. Johnson said, on a five- 
day-a-week schedule. "We have a long 
list already," she added, but official reg- 
istration for children will be held some- 


time around June 1. No fees for the pro- 
gram will be collected until the center is 
licensed, and that won't come until just 
before the center opens, Mrs. Johnson 
said. Registration will be for the "pro- 
posed child care center," she said. 


DURING THE SUMMER, committee 


member Ruth Brown will donate her 
time to organize the staffing of the cen- 
ter and other details prior to opening, 
Olsen said. 


Palatine Township officials have prom- 


ised to partially fund the center, to pay 
all or part of the fees for needy children. 
The rest of the initial funding, before en- 
rollment fees are collected, will come 
from a local lending institution, Olsen 


said. Specific details of the loan will be 
announced later this week, after child 
care committee members have refigured 
their costs and submitted them, Olsen 
said. 


The day care steering committee was 


set up by Olsen in October ofllowing'a 
report from Mrs. Johnson showing the 
potential need for such a center in the 
township. Sub-committee assignments' 
set up at a recent meeting are: chair- 
man, Rosemary Poppler; finance, Dr. 
C a l v i n Robinson; personnel, Mrs. 
Brown; legal assistance, Pinderskl; 
eligibility and admissions, Virginia Tolk; 
program, Mrs. Poppler, and equipment, 
Carol Vessell. 


It's official: city's finally on the map 


Rolling Meadows Is on the map. 
Confirmation that Rolling Meadows 


has been included on the official Illinois 
road map for 1973 came Friday from a 
spokesman for the Division of Highways 
in Springfield. 


The spokesman said the maps were re- 


leased Thursday after some delay In 
printing. Rolling Meadows was included 
on the full map of the state near Palatine 
and Des Plaines, the spokesman added. 


A campaign to put the city's name in 


full view on the state map was organized 
last fall by the Chamber of Commerce. 
Letters were sent to state representa- 
tives and Department of Transportation 
officials urging that the city be included 
on the map.

A group of Rolling Meadows residents 


from the Holly Lane area appeared Fri- 
day before the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals to protest a proposed 
rczonlng of property on Kirchoff Road 
for use as a bakery distribution and sales 
center. 


The residents, whose homes are adja- 


cent to the land being proposed for the 
bakery on Kirchoff just cast of Rohwing 
Road, told the board the rezoning of the 
land from its present single-family resi- 
dential zoning to a commercial zoning 
would "not be compatible" with the sur- 
rounding residential neighborhood. They 
also charged construction of the bakery 
would increase flooding problems for 
Holly Lunc residents because the site 
being considered is flood plain land. 


The request to rezonc the land is being 


sought by the Star Realty Systems Corp., 
which is seeking to purchase the land 
from its present owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Pankratz Wcidncr, 227 S. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


The company hopes to enter into a 


lease agreement with the Continental 
Bakery Co. which will use the 1.5-acre 
site for a bakery distribution outlet, ac- 
cording to Dwight Adams, an attorney 
representing the company at the zoning 
hearing Friday. 


THE REQUESTED change of zoning 


will be considered by the zoning board, 
with a recommendation forwarded to the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
The county board, which meets on the 
first and third Wednesday of the month 
in the Chicago Civic Center, will make 
the final determination on whether the

Link, whose property bor- 
ders on the southeast corner of the 1.5- 
acre site, said the property "is consid- 
erably lower than Kirchoff" and that pe- 
titioners had not explained how they 
would handle water runoff from the site. 


"WE HAD WATER problems which 


the city went to great expense to cor- 
rect," Link said. When board chairman 
Alex Seith asked Freeman to answer 
Link's statements, Freeman said he did 
not have information on specific sewer 
plans being considered by Star Realty or 
Continental Bakery. 


Neither company had a representative 


at the hearing. 


Several other residents also voiced op- 


position to the rczoning and presented a 
petition to the board containing some 50 


names of residents in the Holly Lane 
area who could not attend the meeting 
but who also were opposed to the propos- 
al. 


Seith then reminded Adams that the 


zoning board had recommended nine 
years ago that commercial rezoning for 
the Sunoco station should not be granted. 
That ruling had been reversed in a court 
test, but Seith added "has anything hap- 
pened in the past nine years that should 
make this board move commercial zon- 
ing even closer to residential homes?" 


Seith also questioned the need for the

AMI does not use a stock building de- 
sign, but attempts to conform to the 
existing architectural styles in the neigh- 
borhood, said Humphreys.

structed, said Humprheys, indicating 
these could include a medical office 
building and an outpatient clinic. There 
will be no affiliation with any medical 
school, he said, and he indicated it is 
unlikely staff residences will be required. 
This size hospital usually can be served 
by existing residences in the community, 
he said. 


Because the hospital will be a privately 


owned and a profit making institution, 
said Humphreys, it will pay property 
taxes. Rather than asking for a commu- 
nity contribution to building costs, as 
Rush-Presbyterian has done In Schaum- 
burg, he said the hospital will contribute 
financially to the community.

Fred Downey, who recently lost his bid 


for reelection as Hoffman Estates' may- 
or. said last Monday, his last day In 
office, that he's through with public life. 


"I will never again run for public of- 


fice, nor accept any appointment, nor 
serve In any civic organization," he said, 
in the fashion of our President, who once 
said, "You won't have Richard Nixon to 
kick around any more." 


People may have believed Nixon then. 


BUT, IDONT believe Downey now.

But, I don't think the public ever

He just 
came out looking silly because he 
wouldn't disclose the sources of his con- 
tributions. 


And that didn't defeat him cither. 


HE LOST THE RACE because despite 


the dedication to the public he demon- 


strated over the years, Downey some- 
times came off sounding as if he didn't 
care about people who came to him for 
help. 


The biggest reason he lost was the 


GOP organization pulled out more votes 
on election day than Downeys Civic Par- 
ty could hope to through its precinct 
work. 


He'll be seen In public life again. Per- 


haps It will take a year or two or more, 
because he's a proud man who is facing 
his first political defeat. 


But sooner or later Fred Downey Is go- 


Ing to get angry about something going 
on In town and he'll feel he's the guy who 
can do something about it. 


HE'LL CONFRONT the source of the 


problem as he did with the Jenkins ad- 
ministration in 1969 and the Republican 
organization this year. Downey will gear 
up for a fight. 


I'm not saying Downey's right or

Law would require fences for pools

Fences will be required around private 


backyard swimming pools if the Hoffman 
Estates Village Board approves an ordi- 
nance now being written by the board's 
judiciary committee. 


Edward Hennessy, former trustee and 


judiciary committee chairman, said in 
two weeks the committee would finish 
the writing of the ordinance. After legal 
review, he expects the village board 
could vote on It late in June or early 
July. 


Urged by Mr. and Mrs. Steven Roth- 


a c k e r and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Schwartz, the ordinance would require 
four-foot fences around all pools 30 
inches deep or 125 square feet in surface 
area. 


The type of fence would not be speci- 


fied, Hennessy said, except that no open- 
ing could be greater than four inches. 


POOLS EQUIPPED with fences on top 


of three or four foot sides are exempt 
from the ordinance, he said. However, 


mcnt in the child care program will be 
divided between full-paying families and 
families in the township who can afford 
port or none of the center's fees. The full 
fee will be $25 a week for one child. 


The center's operation will be "strictly 


full-time," Mrs. Johnson said, on a five- 
day-a-wcck schedule. "We have a long 
list already," she added, but official reg- 
istration for children will be held some- 
time around June 1.

The Arlington Heights Nike Base 


"looks like a fine site for a park," Illi- 
nois Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-I11., 
declared Friday. 


Stevenson came to Arlington Heights to 


look over the Nike Base and then told an 
audience of about 200, most of them chil- 
dren, that he will continue his efforts to 
acquire the military land for a park site. 


Calling the Chicago metropolitan area 


"an area starved for open space," he 
said the Nike Base offered "tremendous 
possibilities" for the citizens of Arlington 
Heights. 


"I think we can do a better job of dis- 


tributing our military," Stevenson said. 
He referred to Ft. Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Naval Base as "grossly un- 
derused" and said that personnel now at 
the Nike Base should be transferred to 
other installations. 


Stevenson surveyed 52 acres of Navy- 


owned land at the northwest corner of 
the base at Wilke and Central roads, but 
said he could not determine from local 
military officers the number of per- 
manent military personnel stationed at 
the base. 


STEVENSON WAS Instrumental in get- 


ting the Navy to abandon plans to build 
housing on the 52-acre site — plans that 
had drawn sharp protests from residents, 
village, state and park officials. 


In thanking the Democratic Senator for 


his work, Charles Cronin, president of 
the Arlington Heights Park Board, re- 
ferred to Stevenson as a man "who got 
on his white horse and came charging 
through" after others had given up. 


Park officials hope now that the 52 


acres will be declared excess to mili- 
tary needs. After this, other government 


agencies would be given an opportunity 
to acquire the land. If none of them lay 
claim, the property then would be turned 
over to local officials. 


Stevenson said he hoped this process 


could be completed in four to five 
months. 


"I will do everything I can to expedite 


these procedures and see that the land is 
made available to the town," he pledged. 
He also said he will seek to have the 47 
acres at the base still owned by the 
Army declared surplus and turned over 
for park development. 


HE URGED residents to write the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and Army as well as 
local Congressmen to tell them of their ' 
support for the park acquisition efforts. 


"We have come a long way toward 


converting this military installation into 
a space for peaceful recreation. But 
much work remains." He said he 
planned to confer today in Washington 
with Navy officials on the Nike Base 
question. 


Stevenson cited federal recommenda- 


tions that there should be 25 acres of 
open space per thousand population. In 
Arlington Heights, he said, there is now 
only 5.25 acres per thousand people. 


At Ft. Sheridan, an Army post north of 


Highland Park, he said there are 2,800 
persons living on 727 acres, or a density 
of four people per acre. 


Stevenson promised to continue work- 


Ing for acquisition of the Nike land and 
said members of his staff will stay in 
contact with local homeowners groups. 


"With our combined efforts, I am hope- 


ful that I will be able to return in the not 
too distant future to witness dedication of 
a new recreation area for the people of 
Arlington Heights," he said.

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Village may levy 
new 5 per cent 
tax on utilities 


A S per cent utility tax may be levied 


in Mount Prospect to pay for proposed 
flood control measures. 


The lax, which would be on all utility 


billing in the village, is expected to yield 
about $700,000 a year and would only be 
levied for three to five years, according 
lo Mayor Robert D. Tolchcrt. It would be 
applied to water, gas, fuel oil and tele- 
phone billings and would probably be 
about $70 a year per home, 


Tclchcrt offered the utility tax idea as 


a possible solution to raising needed 
money for flood control at Saturday's 
meeting of the village board with the 
drainage and clean streams commission. 


According to the commission's recom- 


mendations, $660,000 worth of flood con- 
trol measures should be implemented by 
fall of 1074, another $1,138,000 by 1977 
and $3,091,000 1978. 


"IT WILL BE unpopular. I'll tell you 


that ahead of time," Tclchcrt said of the 
proposed tax. But ho added that the in- 
creased water rates (20 cents per 1,000 
gallons Instituted in the summer of 1071) 
were unpopular at first, then later ac- 
cepted when people saw the results of 
the water system improvement program 
Ihc Increase was used to pay for. 


In order to gain this public acceptance, 


Tclchcrt suggested that a communication 
program with residents be set up imme- 
diately. During this program, tho first 
part of which will be a scries of neigh- 
borhood meetings similar to political cof- 
fees, rcsldcntts will first be Informed 
of the flood control plan and how it will 
affect their neighborhoods. Then resi- 
dents will be asked how they think the 
program should be funded. 


A supplemental flood control report by 


the clean streams commission will be 
mass printed and distributed to every 
household in the village as soon as pos- 
sible, Tclchcrt said. The report outlines 
the recommended flood control measures 
and contains a section on flood weak- 
nesses people can find in their own 
homes. 


"The potential is there," Teichert 


said of funding the program without a 
referendum. "We are solvent and able to 
handle it. A three or four-year (utility 
tax) program would take care of the pri- 
ority things (measures listed in the flood 
control report)." 


OP THE flood control recommenda- 


tions, Tclchqrt said, "As I look at the 
things here (in the report), even If the 
whole community votes against it, these 
things must be done." 


Tclchcrt said he foil the utility tax 


would be a solution because should a ref- 
erendum fall he said the village board 
would be in a "very poor posture" to try 
and implement the program afterwards. 
"Arc we supposed to just let them (resi- 
dents) continue to flood?" he asked. 


The $3,091,000 to be spent by 1978 is for 


a storm sewer relief system In specific 
areas throughout most of the village. The 
commission's recommendation is that it 
not be built until the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District (MSD) has completed in- 
stallation of the deep tunnel sewer sys- 
tem under Welter Creek. Through deep 
shafts the MSD system will provide 
sewer detention below ground. 


Trustee Patrick Link suggucstcd the 


relief sewer system could be handled 
separately from the other recommended

Murder trial scheduled to resume this morning 
Verdict this week in Carbona case? 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


A verdict is expected early this week 


in the trial of Ruthe Carbona, charged 
with murdering her husuband, Joseph, 
14 years ago. 


Criminal Court Judge Arthur L Dunne 


said Thursday that the case will go to 
the jury for a verdict following rebuttal 
testimony and closing arguments from 
prosecution and defense. Judge Dunne 
recessed the trial Thursday until 10-30 
a.m. today. 


The trial deals with the Dec 22, 1971, 


shooting of Carbona, 34, a Cook County 
Sheriff's police lieutenant. The state con- 
tends Mrs. Carbona, 30, shot her husband 
in the back as he was going down the 
stairs after telling her he was leaving 
her. The defense argued Ihe shooting was 
an accident, that Carbona trioped and 
fell on the stairs while holding his revolv- 
er. 


TESTIMONY Thursday came from 


sheriff's police investigator Ernest Mari- 
nelll, who verified that a forensic pathol- 
ogist had performed an autopsy on Car- 
bona's body the day after his death The 
t e s t i m o n y contradicted the defense 
charge that the pathologist did not know 
whose body he was examining. 


Ronald Belpedio testified he took Mrs. 


Carbona to the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel at 10 a.m. Dec. 21, 1971. He said 
they stood in the lobby for five or 10 min- 
utes and then he drove Mrs Carbona 
back to Corrado's Restaurant where she 
worked as a waitress. 


Belpedio, an estimator for Mohawk 


Construction Co. in Rolling Meadows, 
said he had been at a Christmas party at 
Corrado's that day. 


Mrs. Carbona had testified on Wednes- 


day that she had not gone to the Arling- 
ton Towers with Belpedio. The state con- 
tends the alleged trip to the Towers was 
a subject of an argument between Car- 
bona and his wife the night before Car- 
bona was shot. 


UNDER CROSS-EXAMINATION, Bel- 


pedio said he had 10 to 15 alcoholic 
drinks during the 10 hours of the Christ- 
mas party. The defense contended Mrs. 
Carbona drove the president of Mohawk 
Construction Co. home because he was 
inebriated and that Belpedio merely 


drove her back to Corrado's from the 
home of the president. 


Robert T. Dalziel testified about an in- 


cident on his boat at a marina at Fox 
Lake July 1,1972. He said Mrs. Carbona 
said she had shot her husband. "She said 
she was glad he was awake when she 
shot him and not asleep," Dalziel told 
the jury. 


He said Mrs. Carbona told him she had 


waited to shoot her husband until after 
her two children had left for school. 


He said Mrs. Carbona made the state- 


ment in response to a question about why 
another man had called her a "cop kill- 
er." 


Dalziel admitted he is a friend of Man- 


nelll, the sheriff's police investigator in 
the case. 


At one point in the questioning, Judge 


Dunn sent the jury from the courtroom 
and sharply criticized defense attorney 
Bernard Brody. Brody had asked Dalziel 
whether he was smoking "ordinary to- 
bacco" while being questioned by police 
and assistant state's attorneys about 
Mrs. Carbona's statements. 


McDonald Creek work funds expected 


Money for the McDonald Creek Im- 


provement Project is expected to be in- 
cluded in the 1973-74 state budget, al- 
though the amount probably won't be as 
much as residents had hoped. 


"I think there will be some money for 


the project's second phase in the budget. 
We're very hopeful," said John Guillou, 
chief engineer of the Illinois Division of 
Watenvays. "I don't know how much, 
but we'll take anything we can get." 


The creek project, planned to alleviate 


some flooding in Mount Prospect and 
Prospect Heights, is one of 11 waterways 
programs in the state that have been 
postponed by the waterways division. 
The postponement came after the Illinois 
Bureau of the Budget approved only $4 9 
million of the division's $9 million budget 
request. 


Local state legislators, however, have 


been trying to get some funds for the 
project put in the budget that will be ap- 
proved by the Illinois General Assembly 
before June 30. Spearheading the effort 
is State Rep. John Porter, R-Evanston. 


PORTER SAID last week he has inter- 


ceded with the office of Gov. Daniel 
Walker to get the funds in the budget and 
is hopeful some money for the project 
will be Included. 


Guillou said he anticipates that if the 


project gets money this year, it will be 
less than the $110,000 minimum re- 
quested for the second phase. The 
$110,000 sum would provide for widening 
and improvement from the Des Plaines 
River to Foundry Road. Work would be- 
gin at the Des Flaines River with what- 
ever money is slated, Guillou said. 


The first phase of the creek project — 


enlarging of a culvert under the Soo Line 


RR. near the Euclid and Wolf inter- 
section in Mount Prospect — is Hearing 
completion. Guillou said he expects the 
work to be completed by the June dead- 
line. 


Guillou said the culvert would be 


opened as soon as it is completed, to alle- 
viate flooding on the north end of the 
creek in Prospect Heights. He said he 
doesn't expect the opening to increase 
flooding downstream from the culvert 


Additional phases of the project would 


provide for widening and improvement 
of the channel from the Des Plaines Riv- 
er to the new bridge. 


Efforts to improve the creek began in 


1967 when Prospect Heights residents 
contacted state officials about the prob- 
lem. The $170,000 for the first phase 
was approved by the legislature last 
year.

Right turns on red light 
to be tried at 6 locations 


An experiment with right turns per- 


mitted on stop lights will begin next 
week at six Mount Prospect inter- 
sections. 


Village Eng. Leonard H. Dlckc said 


Friday that the special turns will be per- 
mitted at the Intersections of 111. Hto. ai 
and Lonnqui.it Boulevard, Rtc. 83 and 
Gregory Street, Central Road and Owen 
Street, Bussc and Algonquin roads, 
Bussc Road and Dempster Street, and 
Northwest Highway and Central Road. 


These turns, which arc common in 


stales like California, arc relatively rare 
In Illinois and unknown In Mount Pros- 
pect except for certain streets where 
right turns arc permitted when the rail- 
road gates arc down. 


TO MAKE a right turn on a red light, 


a motorist must first come to a complete 
stop and must yield the right of way to 


traffic traveling with the green light. 


These first six Intersections that com- 


prise Dlckc's experiment have traffic 
signals controlled by the village. Dlckc 
said that should there be no objections 
or problems with these six, his next step 
would be to approach state officials 
about the intersections they control. 


When an intersection Is considered for 


the new program, safety will be the 
prime consideration. Most likely, Dicke 
said, intersections in the downtown area 
will not be added to the program because 
of the heavy pedestrian traffic across 
each intersection. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy has ap- 


proved the experiment and the public 
works department will erect signs.

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Nike base 'fine' 
site for a park, 
Adlai tells 200

The Arlington Heights Nike Base 


"looks like a fine site for a park," Illi- 
nois Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-IU., 
declared Friday. 


Stevenson came to Arlington Heights to 


look over the Nike Base and then told an 
audience of about 200, most of them chil- 
dren, that he will continue his efforts to 
acquire the military land for a park site. 


Calling the Chicago metropolitan area 


"an area starved for open space," he 
said the Nike Base offered "tremendous 
possibilities" for the citizens of Arlington 
Heights, 


"I think we can do a better job of dis- 


tributing our military." Stevenson said. 
He referred to Ft. Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Naval Base as "grossly un- 
derused" and said that personnel now at 
the Nike Base should be transferred to 
other Installations. 


Stevenson surveyed 52 acres of Navy- 


owned land at the northwest corner of 
the base at Wllke and Central roads, but 
said he could not determine from local 
military officers the number of per- 
manent military personnel stationed at 
the baso. 


STEVENSON WAS Instrumental In get- 


ting the Navy to abandon plans to build 
housing on the 52-acre site — plans that 
had drawn sharp protests from residents, 
village, state and park officials. 


In thanking the Democratic Senator for 


his work, Charles Cronln, president of 
the Arlington Heights Park Board, re- 
ferred to Stevenson as a man "who got 
on his white horse and came charging 
through" after others had given up. 


Park officials hope now that the 52 


acres will be declared excess to mili- 
tary needs. After this, other government 


agencies would be given an opportunity 
to acquire the land. If none of them lay 
claim, the property then would be turned 
over to local officials. 


Stevenson said he hoped this process 


could be completed in four to five 
months. 


"I will do everything I can to expedite 


these procedures and see that the land is 
made available to the town," he pledged. 
He also said he will seek to have the 47 
acres at the base still owned by the 
Army declared surplus and turned over 
for park development. 


HE URGED residents to write the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and Army as well as 
local Congressmen to tell them of their 
support for the park acquisition efforts. 


"We hove come a long way toward 


converting this military installation into 
a space for peaceful recreation. But 
much work remains." He said he 
planned to confer today In Washington 
with Navy officials on the Nike Base 
question. 


Stevenson cited federal recommenda- 


tions that there should be 25 acres of 
open space per thousand population. In 
Arlington Heights, he said, there is now 
only 5.25 acres per thousand people. 


At Ft. Sheridan, an Army post north of 


Highland Park, he said there are 2,800 
persons living on 727 acres, or a density 
of four people per acre. 


Stevenson promised to continue work- 


ing for acquisition of the Nike land and 
said members of his staff will stay in 
contact with local homeowners groups. 


"With our combined efforts, I am hope- 


ful that I will be able to return in the not 
too distant future to witness dedication of 
a new recreation area for the people of 
Arlington Heights," he said. 


POINTING TOWARD what local officials hope 
someday will be park land, Illinois Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson III, D-lll., right, surveys 52 acres of Navy- 
owned land at the Arlington Heights Nike Base, 
Wllke and Central roads.

'Countless meetings... and still no money' 
Village abandons $70,000 federal plea

Arlington Heights has abandoned an 


application for $70,000 in federal planning 
funds which would have been used to 
hejp fiance an update of the village mas- 
ter plan. 


According to Village Mgr. L. A. Han- 


son, the application, filed with the U.S. 
Dept. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) a year ago-, has been 
withdrawn because of a lack of progress 
in getting the application approved. 


"We attended countless meetings and 


still no one has seen any money," Han- 
son said. "We're aleady one-third of the 
way through (a three-year update of the 
master plan) using our own funds." 


Several months ago HUD told the vil- 


lage that it would have to comply with 
equal opportunity employment require- 
ments and actively recruit minority 
group and female employes. 


HANSON SAID the application was not 


withdrawn because of any unwillingness 
to comply with equal opportunity em- 
ployment practices, though he admitted 
that hiring quotas would have posed 
some problems. 


The availability of the planning money 


was announced last June. At that meet- 
ing, representatives from 15 municipal- 
ities in the Chicago metropolitan area, 
including Arlington Heights and Des 
Plaines, met to agree on a formula for 
dividing $2.5 million in federal planning 
money. 


The decision to withdraw Arlington 


Heights' application was made by Han- 


son without consultation with the village 
board. 


Members of the master plan com- 


mittee, a joint committee of the plan 
commission and village board recently 
complained that work on the com- 
prehensive plan update was not progress- 
ing fast enough. 


MADELINE SCHROEDER, chairman 


of the committee, said the planning de- 
partment has been understaffed and that 
more and more demands are being made 
for work on projects other than the com- 
prehensive plan. 


A special committee has been given 30 


days to evaluate the progress and goals 
of the master plan committee. 


Village Planner Joe Kesler said a 


drawback of using the federal money 
was that planning would have to be done 
in -government-directed areas, rather 
than areas of special need in Arlington 
Heights. 


Arlington Heights Asst. Village Mgr. 


Darryl Kenning, who filed the appli- 
cation for funds was not available for 
comment on the withdrawal Friday. 


Village 1972-73 tax rate to drop 5 pet. 


The 1972-73 tax rate for the Village of 


Arlington Heights will drop 5 per cent 
below last year's level. 


Village government, which includes the 


Arlington Heights Memorial Library, ac- 
counts for only 7 per cent of a resident's 
tax bill, so it is still not known whether 
the total tax rate will be higher or lower 
than last year. 


This year's tax rate is expected to be 


.6643 or $66.43 on a house with a $10,000 
assessed valuation. Last year's rate was 
.7000, or $70 on a $10,0000 assessment. 


The Cook County Clerk's office is not 


expected to announce tax rates for 
Wheeling Township until later this week. 
However, village sources said Friday 
they have learned the rate will drop by 
3V4 cents. 


THE NEW VILLAGE rate is calcu- 


alted on a total assessed valuation of 
$303,438,689, an increase of about $26 mil- 
lion over last year's total. 


The total assessed valuation is the sum 


of all the assessments on real property in 
the village and is used in calculating the 
property tax rate. 


Village officials had estimated Arling- 


ton Heights' total assessed valuation at 
$300 million. 


Property taxes will raise slightly more 


than $2 million in revenue for the village 
— about 20 per cent of Arlington Heights' 
total budget. The rest of the money 
comes from sales tax, income tax and 
other revenue sources. Property tax 
bills are paid in two installments, with 
the first payment due 30 days after the 
property owner receives the bill. 


State statute requires that the bills be 


mailed out by the end of March, but in 
Cook County the bills traditionally are 
late. 


A spokesman in the county clerk's of-. 


fice said tax rates for Wheeling Town-- 
ship would be published by Friday and 
that bills would go out shortly thereafter. . 


Last week tax rates in several other, 


suburban townships, Including Maine. 
Township were announced.

(BOLD, said Dave Patterson, president. 


B e f o r e Arlington Knolls was in- 


corporated, the land was developed with 
well and septic systems. Since then the 
entire area has been connected to the vil- 
lage's scwcr system and some of the 
properties have been connected to the 
village water main. The remaining resi- 
dents must decide if they want village 
water. 


Conflicts stem from those who object 


to the project because of costs. 


The longer a resident delays, the high- 


er the cut goes, said Patterson, who 
added that construction costs alone go up 
10 per cent each year. 


He stated that at one point during plan- 


ning the cost of connecting to the village 
water main was estimated at $700 to 5000 
per property. Now the cost has jumped 
to $1,200. 


Patterson said members of DOLI have 


long encouraged residents to have their 
properties connected to village water but 
uould not force the connection. 


"We did not feel we should spend mon- 


ey on the project and have people fight- 
Ing it and causing delays," said Patter- 
son. "This only involves a portion of the 
village and since other people are not 
involved, we decided if petitions come 
from half the residents of a street or 
area, we will be more than happy to go 
ahead."

State Sen. David Regner says he will 


call for passage this week of a bill re- 
quiring publicity on all property tax as- 
sessment appeals in Cook County. 


Regner, R-Mount Prospect, introduced 


the bill last month in reaction to dis- 
closures of the Better Government Asso- 
ciation that selected properties in Cook 
County were granted big tax breaks. The 
tax breaks were linked to Chicago Aid. 
Thomas Keane and some associates. 


Regner said he anticipates no problem 


in getting the bill passed and sent to the 
House, and he is getting support "from 
both sides of the aisle." The bill was 
unanimously approved last week by the 
Senate revenue committee. 


THE ORIGINAL bill was drawn up by 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
and submitted to Regner for introduction 
in the Illinois General Assembly.

In addition, the bill states that no hear- 


ing on the petition to lower taxes can be 
conducted until the schools and munici- 
palities are notified and given an oppor- 
tunity to testify. 


REGNER SAID it was particularly im- 


portant that school districts be notified of 
possible changes In property assess- 
ments because 75 per cent of the real 
estate tax is used to support'the schools.
